1879/8 PR 64 PCGS. In the history of proof American coinage, it is 
highly unusual for the mint to rehub the date from the previous year 
to a new one. This is one of the more famous examples of this odd¬ 
ity. This specimen is bright, with above average reflectivity for the 
hardness of the nickel alloy. Toning spots are scattered across the 
obverse and reverse. An attractive rarity. 

1883 PR 64 PCGS. Gray-golden toning over both sides and moder¬ 
ately reflective with one noticeable contact mark in the left field on 
the reverse. Final year of issue. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY NICKELS 


1883 No Cents MS 66 NGC. A superlative specimen of this unique 
first year type coin. The coin is fully brilliant, and the fields are mod¬ 
erately reflective. 

1883 No Cents MS 66 NGC. A great strike, bright satiny luster, and 
the lightest toning. This coin has everything, including some serious 
obverse die cracking—probably a result of the die setting which pro¬ 
duced the lovely strike. 

1900 MS 66 NGC. A superb example with flowing luster shown off 
through very light silver-gray toning. Highly attractive and a popu¬ 
lar tum-of-the-century issue. 

1907 MS 65 NGC. Satiny luster is visible under a layer of muted 
golden toning on each side. There are a couple of deeper toning areas 
on the reverse. 


1909 MS 65 NGC. Soft gray and light blue patina overlays vibrant 
surfaces. Scarce as a gem. Population: 24 in 65, 4 higher. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY NICKELS 


1883 No Cents PR 64 PCGS. Very reflective with a splash of pale 
golden toning on both obverse and reverse. 


1884 PR 66 NGC. Lovely rose and yellow-gold patina outline the 
superlative mirror surfaces. 


1900 PR 66 NGC. A top quality example with glittering proof bril¬ 
liance and a whisper of light blue patina on either side. 
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1910 PR 66 PCGS. A pristine example with sparkling mirrored 
fields that provide an excellent background for the frosted devices. 
The surfaces are untoned save for a dash of golden color along the 
outer portion of either side. 

1911 PR 64 PCGS. Rich golden-brown toning with a hint of periph¬ 
eral blue at the top of the obverse. Well mirrored.

1913 Type One MS 63 PCGS, golden-gray color over satiny sur¬ 
faces; 1936-S MS 65, iridescent gold toning over a sharp strike;

64, light golden toning. All PCGS encapsulated. (Total: 4 coins) 

1913 Type One MS 65 PCGS, fully lustrous and well defined as 
usual; and a 1913 Type Two MS 64 PCGS, displaying blue, golden, 
and rose colorations. (Total: 2 coins) 

1913 Type One MS 65 NGC. Satiny and particularly lustrous on the 
reverse, with almost blemish-free surfaces. 

1913 Type One MS 67 PCGS. Lustrous and fully struck with light 
pinkish-gray surfaces. 

1913-D Type One MS 65 PCGS, deeply lustrous under a thin layer 
of lilac-gray and golden patina; and (2) 1938-D Buffalo MS 66 
PCGS, one golden-toned and the other essentially brilliant. (Total: 3

1913-D Type One MS 66 PCGS. Sharply struck on the obverse with 
slight softness on the buffalo’s head on the reverse. Radiant mint lus¬ 
ter with an attractive overlay of ice-blue and rose toning. 

A choice, highly lustrous example 
of this scarcer, first year San Francisco issue. Pinpoint detailing in 
all areas except for a characteristic area of softness about the mar¬ 
gins on the right.

Ice-blue centers give way to color¬ 
ful golden-orange and rose toning around the edges on this well 
struck S-mint Buffalo.

Mint state examples of this low-mintage issue 
tend to be a trifle weak on the highpoints. This piece, however, is 
fully struck throughout and far finer than the usual example encoun¬ 
tered in this grade.

The 
surfaces are very clean, the obverse has a coarse, pebbly textured, 
matte-like finish, the reverse is semi-prooflike.

1915 MS 62 PCGS, fully struck and deeply toned; 1917 MS 64, 
mostly brilliant and well defined; and a 1920 MS 64, bright and 
satiny with rich golden-brown patina. All are PCGS certified. (Total: 
3 coins) 

1915 MS 65 PCGS. An exceptional early Buffalo, the surfaces are 
virtually unmarked, sharply defined, and show blushes of attractive, 
light patina. 

1915 MS 65 PCGS. A lovely, totally original example of this well 
produced early P-mint. Both sides are toned a soft golden-orange 
color, combined on the obverse with iridescent lavender, and on the 
reverse with steel-blue. This coin shows a great strike and great 
color. 

1915 MS 66 PCGS. Bright and lustrous, with shimmering obverse 
brilliance. Traces of golden and light blue color have begun to form 
on both sides of this impressive gem. 


150 1915-D MS 63 PCGS. Satiny with better-than-average sharpness 
and some rather heavy toning. A select example. 

151 1916 MS 65 ANACS. Well struck, a fully frosted specimen with 
some light golden patina. Sharp and attractive. 

152 1916-D MS 63 PCGS. Deep satiny brilliance with strong definition 
in most areas and a bit of streaky golden patina across the lower half 
of the reverse. 

153 1916-S MS 62 PCGS. A bit softly struck in the centers, as is typical 
on this scarcer early S-mint Buffalo.

161 1919 MS 63 PCGS. nearly untoned with thick, satiny brilliance; and 
a 1937-D MS 66 PCGS, golden toning on all but the highpoints of 
the reverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

162 1919 MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck throughout, the bright, satin-like 
surfaces are covered by multiple shadings of pastel iridescence of 
indescribable beauty. 

163 1919 MS 66 PCGS. Satiny and exceptionally sharp. Difficult to find 
as a gem, despite being minted in rather large numbers. 

164 1920 MS 65 NGC. Bright and fully struck, the obverse is mostly 
untoned, the reverse displays attractive colorations of pale-blue and 
gold. A very impressive gem. 

165 1921-S VF 20 PCI, even wear showing about half of the horn detail; 
and a 1924-S VF 20 PCI, showing similar horn detail. Both are 
medium gray and show even wear. (Total: 2 coins) 

166 1923 MS 64 PCGS, the bright and frosty obverse is bisected with 
soft golden toning; and a 1938-D/S Buffalo MS 65 PCGS, a trifle 
soft on the highpoints of the buffalo. (Total: 2 coins) 

167 1923-S—Corroded—ANACS. While this coin is ungraded, it pos¬ 
sesses the detail of a mint state piece. The luster is still bright, 
although disturbed in spots by the scattered porosity. A better date 
with a lot of flash and a few problems. 

168 1923-S MS 65 PCI. While extensively hoarded in lower, circulated 
grades, the ‘23-S is very scarce in mint condition. Gems are excep¬ 
tionally difficult with Lange rating them as R.6 in that lofty grade. 
On the typical ‘23-S, striking details are ill-defined, especially on the 
reverse. On this piece, however, the design elements are well brought 
up, and each side is well matched to the other. The surfaces exhibit 
full, satiny mint luster and show a moderate overlay of blue-green 
and antique-golden patina. A pristine gem, there are no mentionable 
abrasions on either side. The fields do show a fair amount of metal 
flow, apparently from improper basining of the dies. 
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1925 MS 65 PCGS. Boldly detailed with creamy mint brilliance on 
the obverse and a more satiny reverse. Lightly toned. 

1925- D MS 63 PCGS. The strike is typically soft but the gold and 
blue toning on both sides adds to the eye appeal of this scarce date. 

1926 MS 65 PCGS, smooth, lustrous surfaces; 1928 MS 64 PCGS, 
muted, multicolored toning; 1935 MS 65 PCGS, subdued blue and 
golden patina; and a 1937 MS 65 PCGS, bright mint luster and nice¬ 
ly toned. (Total: 4 coins) 

1926 MS 66 PCGS. Fully struck with lovely golden-lilac toning— 
looking very much like a ‘38-D in overall appearance. 

1926- D MS 63 PCGS. A typical strike (particularly on the reverse) 
for this notoriously weak struck issue. Nice reddish-golden toning 
enhances this otherwise exceptionally clean coin. 

1926-D MS 65 NGC. The ‘26-D is well known to both specialists 
and non-specialists alike as one of the great strike rarities of 20th 
century U.S. coinage. This piece, however, shows exceptionally 
strong detailing. While well brought up on the obverse, the reverse 
is the more noteworthy side. There is little softness noted on the 
bison’s features, and the reverse is comparable in strike and overall 
appearance to the mass produced dates from the mid-1930s.

1926- S VF 20 PCI. Light in color and problem-free for the grade. A 
scarce coin that is often needed for collections. Trends $325. 

1927 MS 66 PCGS. Sharply struck throughout, the obverse is bril¬ 
liant and the reverse is lightly toned. 

1927- S MS 64 PCGS. Under medium ice-blue and gold toning that 
covers both sides, this nickel is so lustrous it appears semi-prooflike. 
The electric quality of the iridescence only enhances the eye appeal. 
This date is scarce in near-gem condition, and even scarcer with this 
much pizzazz. 

1928- D MS 63 PCGS. Deep satiny luster with blushes of light-gold 
color on both sides. Well struck for the issue. The reverse is slightly 
rotated to the left. 

1929- S MS 65 PCGS; 1936-S MS 66; 1937-S MS 65; 1938-D/S MS 
65; and a 1938-D MS 66, all are lightly toned and are PCGS certi¬ 
fied. (Total: 5 coins) 

1935- D MS 65 PCGS. An extraordinarily well struck example of 
this notoriously weak issue. The surfaces are virtually flawless and 
are covered with golden-rose toning. 

1936- D—Corroded—ANACS. A dark coin with sufficient details 
showing to suggest a 3 1/2 leg variety grading in the Very Good 
range. 

1936-S MS 65 PCGS, light in color; and a 1937 MS 66 PCGS, bril¬ 
liant. (Total: 2 coins) 

1936- S MS 67 PCGS. The obverse is bright in the center with rain¬ 
bow colorations at the border while the reverse is framed in attrac¬ 
tive orange-gold hues. An outstanding business strike Buffalo nickel 
for the toning enthusiast. Population: 9 in 67, none higher. 

1937 nickel MS 67 NGC. nicely toned; 1938-D Buffalo nickel MS 
67 NGC, bright rose-golden patina; and a 1939-D dime MS 67 Full 
Bands PCGS, brilliant with tnick mint frost. (Total: 3 coins) 

1937- D Three-Legged VF 25 PCGS. A pleasing circulated example 
of this very popular variety. Medium gray surfaces with no detract¬ 
ing marks. 

1937-S MS 66 NGC, light gray-brilliant surfaces, and (2) 1938-D 
Buffalo nickels MS 67 NGC, both are beautiful, flashy pieces with 
similar light coloration. (Total: 3 coins)

195 1942-P Type Two PR 67 NGC. A superlative example of this one- 
year proof type, with some natural, gray-gold patina on either side. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DIMES 

196 1795 VG 10 PCGS. V-5a, R.3. Silver-gray with some definition 
remaining. This variety is easily recognized by the obverse die break 
from the Y in LIBERTY to the nose, which on this coin intersects a 
contact mark under the Y. A few points of contact on the reverse seen 
under “old time” toning. A most appealing example of this popular 
early type. 

197 1800 VF 25 PCGS. V-1.R.3. Large, heavy 8 in the date, the I in LIB¬ 
ERTY is massive and thick. A well defined coin, except for a small 
area of localized weakness in the center of the reverse, the surfaces 
are minimally abraded, and have a deep overlay of glossy, gray-blue 
toning. Scarce. 

CERTIFIED BUST HALF DIMES 

198 1829 MS 65 PCGS. V.8, R.3. Boldly struck with silver centers and 
attractive blue and gray iridescent toning at the rims. The reverse 
exhibits sparkling mint brilliance. Liberty has a line on her cheek, 
which appears to be a thread which was entombed during the seal¬ 
ing process. The level of detail visible is everything one could hope 
from a gem coin. 

1835 MS 62 PCGS. V-7a, R.l. A remarkably clean example that is 
sharply struck (except in the center of the reverse), and shows a 
muted golden-gray toning over both sides. 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DIMES 

1837 No Stars MS 61 NGC. Fully struck with deep gray and blue 
toning over the surfaces that almost completely conceals a mark in 
the right obverse field. A popular, short-lived type coin. 
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1837 No Stars MS 65 NGC. An intricately detailed gem that is pris¬ 
tine and blemish-free throughout. The lustrous surfaces have taken 
on an attractive, deep golden-rose and pastel-violet patina that adds 
even more eye appeal to this ever-popular one-year type coin. 

1839 No Drapery MS 64 NGC. Typically sharp with jade-green, 
gray, golden, and crimson toning splashed across both sides. The 
scarcest of the three P-mint No Drapery issues in mint state. 

1856 MS 65 NGC. A frosty, gem Stars half dime that shows a light 
layer of gray patina over both sides. Softly defined on the stars on 
the left side of the obverse, weak peripheral details were the reason 
for the design change in 1860. 

1858-0 MS 63 NGC. Well struck with good luster, a hint of smoty- 
golden patina is seen peripherally. Struck from heavily clashed dies 
that show the ME of DIME beneath the crooked arm of Liberty. One 
of the more available O-mint half dimes because of the appearance 
of a small hoard several years ago. 

1861 MS 66 NGC. Well struck with variegated crimson-violet and 
turquoise toning over the obverse, the reverse exhibits mottled shad¬ 
ings of sea-green, gray, and tan. Because of the War, much of the sil¬ 
ver coinage of this year was melted and/or exported. Population: 15 
in 66, 3 finer. 

1862 MS 64 NGC. Flashy, mostly brilliant obverse and struck from 
clashed dies, steel-gray and golden toned on the reverse. 

1864-S AU 55 PCGS. An elusive San Francisco minted half dime 
that is well struck and toned a deep gray-russet color on both sides. 

1871-S MS 66 PCGS. A frosty, lustrous, untoned gem with one tiny 
mark in the right obverse field. Semi-reflective. Population: 2 in 66, 
none finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DIMES 


1863 PR 65 NGC. One of only 460 original proofs struck in this 
Civil War year. A mere 18,000 business strikes were produced, mak¬ 
ing collector demand for all proofs quite intense. This gem shows a 
heavy overlay of gunmetal-blue that is accented with rose and gold 
over its deeply mirrored fields. 

1866 PR 63 NGC. Repunched Date, Breen-3118. A popular date as 
a proof because of the low mintage of business strikes (10,000 
pieces). Brilliant and deeply mirrored in the fields with a sharp 
cameo contrast between the fields and devices. 

CERTIFIED EARLY DIME 


1796 VF 20 PCGS. JR-2, R.4. A smooth, problem-free example of 
this initial year dime, deep-gray in color. Unfortunately, the PCGS 
plastic holder is scratched somewhat impairing the eye appeal of the 


CERTIFIED BUST DIME 

1814 Large Date AU 50 PCGS. JR-5, R.3. This variety is easily rec¬ 
ognized by the single word STATESOFAMERIC A. This is a pleas¬ 
antly circulated example exhibiting honest wear. The obverse shows 
very few contact marks, with none notable. The reverse is equally 
clean, with a minute planchet flaw below UNUM. A great opportu¬ 
nity for the specialist. 

CERTIFIED SEATED DIMES 

1855 Arrows MS 64 NGC. A choice example of this final year for 
the Arrows design. Deep original toning shows on the obverse, the 
reverse is somewhat lighter. The devices are fully struck throughout, 
and there are no obvious surface blemishes on either side. 
Population: 4 in 64, 5 finer. 

1877-CC MS 64 NGC. A lovely example of this popular Carson City 
dime. The surfaces have a rust colored patina that is brightened con¬ 
siderably by the strong underlying luster. Sharply struck and quite a 
type coin. 


215 1882 MS 65 NGC. A choice and original Seated dime that is toned 
medium gray on the obverse, and light gray on the reverse, with a 
golden cast overall. Good underlying luster and a solid strike char¬ 
acterize this problem-free gem. 

216 1883 MS 64 NGC. Well struck and moderately lustrous with a light 
overlay of gray-russet toning throughout. 

217 1886-S MS 65 PCGS. Thick, satiny luster with overlays of russet 
toning that is heavier on the obverse. A very scarce and much under¬ 
rated issue in mint state, often priced similarly to more obtainable 
dates such as the 1879 and 1880. Population: 4 in 64, 2 higher. 

218 1891 MS 64 PCGS. An untoned example of this popular final year 
of issue for the Seated Liberty design. A bit softly struck on the head 
of Liberty but well defined elsewhere. 

219 1891-S MS 63 PCGS. Originally toned, with just a few minor field 
marks on both sides precluding a finer grade. Scarcer mint state date. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DIMES 

220 1865 PR 64 PCGS. The few light marks on this coin are well hidden 
by a deep layer of original steel-blue and bumt-gold toning. Scarce 
both as a business strike and as a proof. 

221 1873 PR 64 NGC. Moderately toned in rich, violet shades with a lit¬ 
tle electric-blue at the borders. The viewer gets a good view of the 
partial contrast between the mildly frosted devices and the watery, 
proof fields. Partial wire rims appear on both the obverse and the 
reverse, attesting to the extra pressures under which this proof was 
struck. One of 1,100 examples struck in this remarkable fashion. 
Population: 29 in PR 64, 26 finer. 

222 1874 Arrows PR 64 NGC. White, with light frosting and nicely mir¬ 
rored surfaces. Quite a scarce coin, with a total mintage of only 
1,500 proofs for the entire type. Population: 43 in PR 64, 13 finer. 

223 1879 PR 64 PCGS. Deep silver-gray toning, shading to electric-blue 
about the borders and the center of the reverse. A relatively high out¬ 
put proof issue made more popular by its low business strike 
mintage. 

224 1884 PR 64 NGC. Very deeply mirrored in the fields, the devices 
show moderate mint frost with the resultant cameo contrast quite 
attractive. Steel-gray patina surrounds the rims. 

225 1884 PR 66 NGC. Golden iridescent toning covers much of the 
obverse, with highlights of orange, purple, russet, and blue on the 
periphery. The reverse enjoys the same colors, but lighter, and in a 
variegated pattern across the entire surface. The strike and surfaces 
are marvelous, and the color enhances the viewing experience. 

CERTIFIED BARBER DIMES 

226 1895-0 VF 25 PCGS. A problem-free example of this key date in a 
popular grade. This piece is a light gray color with smooth surfaces 
and even wear. 

227 1897 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and displaying red-orange and soft 
gray toning on both sides. Exceptionally clean surfaces. 

228 1901 MS 66 NGC. Blue-gray toning throughout with some deep 
rose accents. A well struck example of this conditionally elusive 
date. Population: 4 in 66, 1 finer. 

/^29 1902-S MS 65 NGC. A deeply toned, well struck example of this 

scarcer year. In fact, the depth of the toning obscures some of the 
luster, and aside from a couple of tiny obverse contact marks, this is 
the only limiting grade factor. Population: 6 in 65, 4 finer. 

230 1903-S MS 62 NGC. A scarce, low mintage issue with only 613,300

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231 1904 MS 65 PCGS. A light overlay of rose-gold toning covers most 
of the obverse of this near-gem example, with some blue iridescence 
noted near the rims. The reverse is brighter in color and shows just a 
touch of golden peripheral color. Both sides are well struck, with no 
obvious marks or distractions. A high mintage issue that is surpris¬ 
ingly difficult as a gem.

237 1916 MS 66 NGC. Fully struck with moderate multicolored toning 
spread across both sides and showing strong mint luster. Population- 
14 in 66, 3 finer.

238 1902 PR 65 PCGS. A sparkling example of this popular issue. Both 

sides are bright and moderately toned with russet shades circling the 
borders. 


239 1914 PR 67 NGC. Shimmering surfaces appear beneath a layer of 

deep, original toning. The strike is superb and the fields appear to be 
completely free of marks and hairlines. Hints of cameo contrasts add 
to the desirability of this gem. One of 450 proofs struck this year. 
Population: 2 in PR 67, 2 finer.

240 1916 MS 64 Full Bands PCGS, rich golden-rose toning; and a 1917 
MS 63 Full Bands PCGS, light in color. (Total: 2 coins) 

241 1916 MS 66 Full Bands NGC. Satin-like surfaces, lightly toned 
about the reverse devices and displaying deeper orange and green- 
gold hues in the lower area of the obverse. 

242 1917-D MS 63 Full Bands ANACS. Medium density gray patina 
covers most of each side while a mottled sprinkling of gunmetal- 
blue is intermixed. When held beneath a light the mint luster is fully 
evident, but is somewhat subdued when away from a light. 

243 1918 MS 66 NGC. Well struck, although not quite full in the cross- 
band area, the surfaces are moderately toned in delicate steel-violet 
shades with crimson accents.

Shimmering luster and almost no 
blemishes of any kind. A sparkling gem.

252 1928 MS 66 NGC. A lightly toned example exhibiting a good strike 
and a pleasing appearance. 

253 1929-D MS 63 PCGS, a hint of golden toning with one obverse ton¬ 
ing spot; 1940 MS 67 NGC, a lustrous gem with a trace of golden 
toning; 1941 MS 66 NGC, iridescent green, gold, and russet toning 
covers most of the lustrous surfaces; 1941-S MS 66 Full Bands

A lovely coin that displays hints of 
light blue and green patination on both sides of this well struck gem. 

258 1937 MS 65 Full Bands, lustrous; 1939 MS 65, pale golden color; 
1942 MS 65 Full Bands, lightly toned; and 1943 MS 65 Full Bands, 
lightly toned. All are PCGS encapsulated. (Total: 4 coins)

1945-S MS 67 Full Bands NGC. This coin is a perfect example of 
why the term “glittering” is so found in the vicinity of Mercury 
dimes. This little jewel really does glitter, with a radiant luster that 
pops through a hint of steel-blue toning. A superb strike completes 
the picture. Obviously, the graders were impressed as well. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MERCURY DIMES 

1936 PR 66 NGC. Deeply mirrored with slightly mottled coloration. 
Scarce and a worthwhile coin in this grade. 

1936 PR 67 PCGS. A sparkling gem with a hint of opaque haze and 
showing a partial peripheral arc of deep patination as well. 
Remarkably free of hairlines. 

1939 PR 66 PCGS. Deeply reflective with attractive multicolored 
peripheral patina. 

1941 PR 65 PCGS. Light golden toning over deeply mirrored, no, 
over bottomless pools of reflectivity. The devices are mirrored as 
well. A hint of brown iridescence can be seen on the periphery. 

1942 PR 66 PCGS. Spectacular proof brilliance, with a hint of gold¬ 
en color. 

CERTIFIED PROOF ROOSEVELT DIMES 

1951 PR 68 Cameo NGC. Undeniable white on black contrast, and 
quite a rare find on such an early proof. Brilliant except for a faint 
ring of patina around the rims. 

1963 PR 69 Ultra Cameo NGC. An outstanding and unimprovable 
example of this popular modem type. Brilliant and showing the 
strongest field-to-device contrast imaginable. Population: 3 in 69, 
none finer. 

CERTIFIED TWENTY-CENT PIECES 

1875-S MS 61 NGC. Sharply defined on the stars but showing some 
of the usual softness on the top of the eagle’s wing. Lightly toned 
with muterfluster. 

1876 MS 64 NGC. Ultra-frosty surfaces, perfectly struck and dis¬ 
playing some peripheral deep golden toning on each side. A popular, 
low-mintage issue from this short-lived series. 

CERTIFIED PROOF TWENTY-CENT PIECE 

1875 PR 55 NGC. A few contact marks would seem to confirm that 
someone actually spent this little gem at one time, but the coin still 
retains its sharp detail and reflective fields. 

CERTIFIED EARLY QUARTERS 

1806 AU 50 PCGS. B.3, R.3. Medium to dark gray toning covers 
both sides of this early quarter, but some luster still shines through. 
A trifle weak in the centers, as typical, with a little weakness at the 
base of E in LIBERTY. 

1806 MS 63 NGC. B-9a, R.2. Softly struck in the centers, as usual, 
there are very few abrasions on either side. The interior portions are 
light gray-golden with some blue color and much underlying irides¬ 
cence. A lustrous and very attractive Draped Bust quarter. 

1807 VF 30 PCGS. B-2, R.2. Final year of type and, as usual, a tri¬ 
fle weak in Liberty’s upper curls. The surfaces are well balanced and 
obviously original with some peripheral russet and gunmetal-blue 
color. 


CERTIFIED BUST QUARTER 

280 1818 MS 64 NGC. B-2d, R. 1. Sharply struck throughout with mul¬ 
tiple layerings of deep color spread across both sides. The luster 
seems a bit subdued because of the heavy patina, but is actually fully 
present as one can tell when the coin is examined beneath a light. 
Struck from the latest state of the dies and showing clash marks as 
well on each side. Very scarce in such lofty condition, only two other 
coins have been so graded by NGC with another two in even higher 
condition. 

CERTIFIED SEATED QUARTERS 

281 1853 Arrows and Rays AU 50 AN ACS. Light gray-gold toning over¬ 
all. A partially lustrous example of this one-year type. 

282 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck and toned a deep 
gray over most of the surfaces with an underlying golden-brown. A 
respectable, uncirculated example of this popular one-year type 
coin. 

283 1854 Arrows MS 64 NGC. The 1 in the date shows signs of 
repunching, so this may be an example of the elusive Breen-3995 
variety. More interesting is the so-called “Compass Point” reverse, 
with a round centering ‘hole’ found at the top of the first stripe. This 
reverse also characteristically shows heavy raised die polish lines 
through AMERICA. Well struck in all areas with deep gold and lilac 
toning over both sides with strong underlying luster. The obverse 
shows a light scribe line at the denticles; these are not the normal die 
cracks found on the periphery of many ‘54 Arrows quarters. This 
coin would make a lovely addition to any toned type set, with some 
added stories to tell. 

284 1868-S MS 63 NGC. One of the most elusive Seated quarters, usu¬ 
ally found only in lower grades, mint state examples are considered 
very rare. This is a well struck specimen that exhibits very deep, 
original toning, particularly on the obverse. A rare opportunity for 
the Seated quarter specialist. Population: 3 in 63, 2 finer. 

285 1874 Arrows MS 63 NGC. An attractive, satiny example, kept from 
a higher class by a slightly subdued appearance. Both sides are well 
struck, and most of the coin is a milky-white color, but golden-rose 
pastels have begun to form. A great coin for the type collector as 
well as the date/mint specialist. 

286 1886 MS 65 PCGS. This coin boasts the second lowest mintage of 
all With Motto Seated quarters with only 5,000 pieces produced as 
business strikes, second only to the exceedingly rare 1870-CC. This 
is a boldly struck, pristine example that is as bright and fresh as the 
day it was struck. The coin is totally white and has a pronounced 
cameo effect with deeply mirrored fields reflecting against frosted 
devices. Population: 5 in 65, 4 finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 

287 1873 Arrows PR 63 PCGS. Quite flashy for the grade, being framed 
on both sides in yellow-gold and orange with deeply toned centers. 
An interesting coin. 

288 1874 Arrows PR 63 NGC. Struck in only two years to indicate a 
slight weight change when the mint converted to the metric system. 
Arrows coinage has remained one of the most popular of all 19th 
century types. Proofs are especially coveted and scarce in high 
grades. This is an attractive piece with a hint of golden toning at the 
borders and deeply reflective mirrors that show a few stray hairlines 
here and there. 

289 1891 PR 66 NGC. Strong cameo devices are visible through toning 
in shades of violet and gold. The reverse is especially nice with some 
electric blue color around the periphery. Population: 13 in PR 66, 7 
finer. 
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CERTIFIED BARBER QUARTERS 

290 1892-0 MS 63 PCGS. A pleasing, toned example of this first year of 
type. As a product of the New Orleans mint, this lot will bring a 
slight premium. The obverse is heavily toned, light and dark gray on 
the portrait, and dark gray and silver in the fields. The reverse is par¬ 
tially brilliant, with light brown toning on the left side. The wing tips 
show just a touch of the typical O-mint softness of strike. 

291 1894-0 MS 63 NGC. Both sides exhibit a similar appearance with a 
frosty appearance that is moderately overlaid with some steel-gray 
and blue color. Nice, obviously original, and very choice for the 
grade. As a final plus, this coin is a particularly well struck example 
from a mint that is noted for its poor quality offerings. 

292 1894-S MS 64 NGC. One of the few S-mint Barber quarters that can 
occasionally be obtained in the better grades of mint state, this ‘94- 
S has lovely mint luster beneath the multicolored gray-lilac and sea- 
green toning that covers both sides. Sharply defined and showing a 
die crack through most of the stars on the right on the obverse. 
Population: 17 in 64, 8 finer. 

293 1895-0 MS 60 PCGS. A bold striking, satiny and untoned save for 
delicate golden patina that clings to the peripheral devices. 

294 1899 MS 64 NGC, colorful deep gold and blue-green peripheral ton¬ 
ing: 1908-0 MS 64 NGC, deep gray patina is accented with gold and 
blue shades; and a 1916-D MS 64 NGC, mostly brilliant, a couple of 
small toning spots are noted on both sides. (Total: 3 coins) 

295 1907-0 MS 64 NGC. Pale violet toning frames the peripheries. A 
couple of marks on the cheek of Liberty prevent a higher grade. The 
“Mumps” variety with die swelling on the upper neck of Liberty. 
Moderately scarce in this grade. Population: 18 in 64, 8 finer. 

296 1907-0 MS 66 PCGS. A gem of the first water, with breathtaking 
color over a wonderful, lustrous strike. The obverse is predominant¬ 
ly golden, with iridescent highlights of orange, russet, purple, and 
blue. The reverse tends toward iridescent lilac, with purple and 
orange highlights. 

297 1909 MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck with gray patina over both sides 
and several subtle underlying shades that enliven the surfaces and 
give the coin a multicolored appearance. 

298 1912 MS 63 PCGS. An arm's length gem that is untoned and is kept 
from a finer grade by a couple of barely noticeable obverse marks. 

299 1915 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck with excellent luster. Just a few 
scattered abrasions show beneath the mottled, monochromatic ton¬ 
ing that is seen over both sides. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER QUARTERS 

300 1892 PR 64 PCGS. Two-toned surfaces overlaid in steel-gray patina 
through the centers and framed in blue and gold iridescence. 

301 1893 PR 65 NGC. Deeply mirrored with thick mint frost on the 
devices, resulting in a cameoed contrast between the two. The sur¬ 
faces are also heavily toned in attractive shades of violet and blue- 
green, but this does not restrain the reflectiveness from showing 
through. 

302 1894 PR 64 PCGS. A cameoed specimen that is overlaid on either 
side in light silver-gray toning. Quite strong in both quality and eye 
appeal. 

303 1898 PR 66 NGC. Deeply mirrored with considerable frost on the 
devices. This cameo effect is evident even though there is a signifi¬ 
cant amount of beautiful sea-green, crimson, and antique-golden 
toning overlaying both sides. A lovely proof quarter and a good 
choice for a type set. 

304 1904 PR 65 NGC. A glittering example with a high degree of reflec¬ 
tivity, the surfaces exhibit gold and deep-blue colors. 


CERTIFIED STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

1917 Type One MS 63 Full Head PCGS. Natural silvery-gray sur¬ 
faces with some light patina on the obverse. 

1917 Type One MS 63 Full Head ANACS. Moderate gray-rose ton¬ 
ing creates a subdued appearance. Fully struck. 

1917 Type One MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Deep charcoal toning arcs 
are seen on each side. Intricately detailed surfaces. 

1917 Type One MS 64 PCGS. A pleasing, lightly toned example of 
the Type One design. The obverse is primarily silver-blue, with rus¬ 
set and gold highlights. The reverse is a light golden-pink color with 
blue highlights. One brilliant contact mark in the obverse field has 
broken through the toning. A wonderful coin. 

1917-D Type One MS 66 Full Head PCGS. A superb example, with 
a strong strike. The obverse shows something of a cameo effect, with 
Liberty mostly light gray with sea-green highlights, while the fields 
are iridescent gold, green, purple, and gray. The reverse is a darker 
gray-purple, with iridescent gold, brown, and blue. Popular as a type 
coin, the colors on this gem will excite specialists as well. 

1917-S Type One MS 66 Full Head NGC. Another opportunity to 
pick up a gem Type One with lovely original toning. This exquisite 
gem has delicate iridescent toning covering both sides. The obverse 
enjoys hues of sea-green and gold, while the reverse also shows blue 
and purple. A great strike, lovely surfaces, and original toning. This 
coin requires a connoisseur of the finest as its next owner. 

1917-D Type Two MS 64 Full Head ANACS. The surfaces show 
bright mint luster shining through milky-golden patination over the 
obverse and light icy-blue and gold color across the reverse. 

1917-D Type Two MS 65 Full Head NGC. Fully brilliant with 
deep, satiny white brilliance on either side. A truly outstanding 
example of this more difficult date. Population: 13 in 65, 1 higher. 

1920-D MS 65 PCGS. Moderate steel-gray toning, with traces of 
gold, covers both the obverse and reverse. About half of the head 
detail shows. 


1927- D MS 65 Full Head PCGS. Mostly brilliant with an unusual¬ 
ly sharp strike. Very scarce with the full head designation, this coin 
could have just come from an original roll. Population: 28 in 65, 2 
higher. 

1928- S MS 66 PCGS. Nearly a full strike on Liberty’s head and 
impeccably preserved beneath mottled rose-gold and apple-green 
iridescence. A terrific Standing Liberty quarter for the toning enthu¬ 
siast. 


1929- D MS 64 NGC. Uncommonly vibrant, exhibiting deep satiny 
brilliance; in fact, this coin has luster written all over it. The head is 
about 50% fully struck. Some contact marks on Liberty’s calves 
keep this lovely piece out of gem, and more's the shame. 

1930 MS 64 Full Head PCGS. A deeply lustrous piece that has lost 
little, if anything, over the past 66 years. Light golden-brown patina 
on the obverse. 

1930- S MS 65 PCGS. Superb mint luster and displaying some light 
silver-gray patina. The head detail is almost complete, only lacking 
the hole in the ear. 


CERTIFIED WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

1932-D MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and quite clean for the grade, with 
both sides moderately layered in steel-brown toning. A key issue that 
becomes prohibitively expensive for most collectors in finer grades. 

1932-S MS 63 ANACS. Generally mark-free under deep, charcoal- 
gray patina. A choice, yet affordable, ‘32-S quarter. 
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321 1935-D MS 65 NGC, a moderate amount of golden-rose colors on 
both sides; 1935-S MS 66 NGC, fully brilliant and white; 1936-D 
MS 65 NGC, semi-key date with some spotty dark toning; and a 
1938 MS 65 NGC, a crescent of charcoal-black toning shows on 
each side. (Total: 4 coins) 

322 1939 quarter MS 66 PCGS, pristine surfaces with orange and green 
pastels along portions of the obverse edge; 1881-0 dollar MS 62 
Prooflike NGC, brilliant except for a thin ring of golden around the 
rim; and an 1884-0 dollar MS 62 Prooflike PCGS, brilliant and 
mildly contrasted. (Total: 3 coins) 

323 1950-S/D AU 58 PCGS. This significant mintmark error has finally 
come into full recognition. This is a lightly toned, barely circulated 
example of this popular overmintmark variety. 

CERTIFIED PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

324 1936 PR 66 NGC. Mostly brilliant, a small toning spot is noted on 
the reverse. Few, if any, hairlines are noted. 

325 1963 PR 69 Deep Cameo PCGS. The surfaces appear perfect: bril¬ 
liant and starkly contrasted with just as much contrast on one side as 
another. Population: 18 in 69, none finer. 

326 1963 PR 69 Deep Cameo PCGS. A splendid cameo contrasted quar¬ 
ter that appears technically perfect. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

327 1805 VF 30 PCGS. 0-112, R.2. Well struck with bright surfaces and 
light color. Some die clashing is evident on the obverse. 

328 1807 Draped Bust MS 63 PCGS. 0-102, R.2. Very well struck with 
good definition on the trailing hair curls and even showing feather 
definition on the breast of the eagle, the only area of weakness being 
on the upper portion of Liberty’s hair. Toned in rich, variegated 
shades of golden-rose and gray, the coin presents very well and 
should please the most discriminating collector. Population: 8 in 63, 
16 finer. 

CERTIFIED BUST HALF DOLLARS 

329 1810 MS 61 NGC. 0-102, R.l. Sharply defined except on the 
eagle’s left (facing) wing, the surfaces are toned a muted gray with 
undertones of rose and lilac—a coin of unquestioned originality. A 
few mild abrasions are well concealed beneath the layerings of 
ancient patination. 

330 1823 MS 62 NGC. Patched 3. O-lOla, R.l. A lovely mint state 
example of this classic mint blunder, boldly showing the mangled 3 
in the date. This specimen has an added bonus with pronounced dou¬ 
bling on the chin and neck—strong enough to warrant the appella¬ 
tion Double Chin variety. Strong luster shines through light to medi¬ 
um gray toning. 

331 1826 AU 55 NGC; 1834 AU 50 NGC; and an 1836 Lettered Edge 
AU 58 NGC, all three coins display light to moderate shades of gray 
toning. (Total: 3 coins) 

332 1827 AU 55 NGC. 0-142, R.3. A somewhat scarcer variety that is 
characterized by two faint die lines below the eagle’s left wing and 
the die being unfinished in the leaf area. Well struck and mostly bril¬ 
liant with just a hint of light color. 

333 1832 MS 64 PCGS. 0-110, R.l. A lovely example, with original 
golden-gray toning covering both lustrous sides. Both obverse and 
reverse are highlighted with iridescent blue, purple, and sea-green 
coloration at the rims. The only negative we can conjure is that this 
variety typically comes with the UR1 of PLURIBUS and the first A 
in STATES weakly struck, which is certainly the case here. A near¬ 
gem worthy of consideration for any collection. 

334 1833 AU 58 PCGS. 0-109, R.3. Despite the lightest of circulating 
wear, this half still exhibits blazing luster shining through light gold¬ 
en toning, with a hint of blue hue at the rims. Most attractive, and 
worthy of a place next to any mint state half. 


335 1835 MS 60 NGC. 0-102, R.3. Mint luster radiates through light sil¬ 
ver toning that covers Liberty’s portrait, while the fields are colored 
medium gray with blue iridescence. The reverse features a similar 
cameo effect, with the coloring in the fields being both bluer and 
more mottled. Light field marks disappear beneath the exquisite ton¬ 
ing. 

336 1838 Reeded Edge MS 63 NGC. Quite bold and frosty, with natur¬ 
al gray toning giving way to golden coloration about the peripheries. 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

337 1855-0 Arrows MS 62 PCGS. Final 5 Repunched, Breen-4860, rare 
as such. A popular issue with collectors because of the short-lived 
design type as well as the general scarcity of early New Orleans 
coinage. Moderately toned in gray-golden shades with a few minor 
surface imperfections that limit the grade. 

338 1875-CC MS 63 PCGS. Boldly struck with grainy-textured surfaces 
and only a few slight blemishes, the most noticeable being in the 
field to the right of Liberty. Deeply toned. Choice examples of the 
1875-CC are quite scarce. 

339 1877-S MS 64 PCGS. Untoned and a bold striking, exhibiting glassy 
reflectivity in the fields. Struck in large numbers, but rarely seen 
finer. 

340 1890 MS 63 PCGS. The bright, reflective surfaces suggest a proof 
striking, but close examination reveals this coin was struck with a 
single blow of the dies. Pretty gunmetal-blue toning has gathered 
peripherally on both sides. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

341 1862 PR 64 PCGS. Essentially untoned with a bright, watery appear¬ 
ance and the expected number of hairlines. Typical quality on this 
earlier proof issue, one of just 550 pieces struck. 

342 1870 PR 64 NGC. Bright, flashy surfaces and deeply mirrored in the 
fields with just a hint of light peripheral color. 

343 1878 PR 65 NGC. Both the obverse and reverse are interestingly 
toned, the obverse exhibits a plethora of iridescent colors, the reverse 
is somewhat deeper and not as bright. The mirrored fields are com¬ 
plemented with moderately frosted devices. An attractive proof 
Seated half dollar. 

344 1880 PR 65 NGC. Cameo contrast on the devices is visible through 
toning in shades of violet and gold. Flashes of blue iridescence are 
seen about the borders. Gem quality for this low total mintage issue. 

CERTIFIED BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

345 1892 MS 64 PCGS. A delightful example of this first year of type, 
with iridescent toning in the fields including blue and purple on the 
obverse, and mostly blue on the reverse. 

346 1892 MS 64 PCGS. A near-gem with blazing mint luster and, as is 
typical of this first year issue, a needle sharp strike. 

347 1894-0 AU 50 ANACS. Lustrous silver-gray surfaces with hints of 
golden-russet peripheral color. 

348 1897-S AU 50 ANACS. One of the difficult, branch mint Barber 
halves to locate in high circulated grades. Well struck, the surfaces 
exhibit light gray color with some mottled dirty-brown toning, and 
no detracting marks or abrasions. 

349 1900 MS 63 ANACS. Essentially a full strike with light gray and 
golden patina in the centers, deepening somewhat about the margins 
along with flashes of blue. 

350 1906-D MS 62 PCGS. An attractively toned example that is elusive 
at the mint state level. Moderate golden toning overlays both sides. 
The obverse is highlighted with mottled iridescent brown toning on 
the rims, while the reverse shows some light blue highlights. This 
coin has the “look” of a finer grade. 
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351 1909 MS 65 NGC. Very frosty with traces of steel-violet toning 
across the obverse. This gem specimen would look great in a high 
grade type set. Population: 10 in 65, 1 finer. 

352 1912 MS 64 NGC. A particularly choice specimen for the grade 
overlaid in natural gray-golden hues. Well struck and sharp. 

353 1915-D MS 64 NGC. Originally toned with light gray patina overall 
and deeper golden accents around the devices. Well struck, especial¬ 
ly on the reverse, and a particularly clean example with no obvious 
impairments on either side. 

354 1915-S MS 64 NGC. Mottled with light golden-brown toning that 
hides much of the original luster and a few scattered contact marks.

355 1913 PR 64 PCGS. An utterly reflective specimen, toned a mottled 

golden-gray on each side. Proofs of this date enjoy added price pres¬ 
sure due to the scarcity of business strikes. 

CERTIFIED WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 


356 1916 MS 64 NGC. Popular as a first year of issue, this is a well 
struck example that has excellent mint frost and shows the usual 
fine, matte-like surfaces. Each side exhibits some original patination 
clinging to the devices. 

357 1916-D MS 65 PCGS. This is the D/D mintmark variety and should 
create some interest in those circles who care about these types of 
mint errors. A gem, naturally toned specimen, silver-gray in color. 
The surfaces display a clean, satin-like finish. 

358 1916-D MS 65 NGC. A satiny gem, boasting full mint luster on both 
sides, with deep, original toning shades, and exceptional eye appeal. 
The strike is above average for the issue, with some separation noted 
between the hand and the thumb. A great coin for the advanced col¬ 
lector. 


359 1917 MS 63 PCGS. Exceptionally clean fields display a satiny 
appearance. Some golden-rose patina is present on both sides of this 
specimen. 

360 1917 MS 66 PCGS. A superb, mostly brilliant gem with just a hint 
of light golden toning on the reverse. The surfaces are remarkably 
clean with a shimmering, matte-like texture and razor sharp detail. 

361 1918-D MS 64 NGC. A scarce early Walker above MS 63, this piece 
has the usual soft strike in the centers, but the surfaces are clean and 
lustrous with lovely light golden toning. Population: 56 in 64, 11 
finer. 


362 1918-S MS 62 NGC. Basically mark-free with average or better 
sharpness and golden toning about the peripheries. 

363 1933-S MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck with clean surfaces and showing 
just a light bit of iridescent toning on the obverse. A very nice, 
upper-end example of this scarce issue. 

364 1934 MS 64 PCGS, virtually mark-free and ultra-frosty, with claims 
to gem status; and a 1936-D MS 63 PCGS, well struck with a few 
obverse field marks limiting the grade. (Total: 2 coins) 

365 1934-D MS 64 PCGS. Highly lustrous and light in color with some 
of the highpoint detail missing. A scarcer, late date Walker.

1939-D MS 63 NGC, a shimmering, almost mark-free example with 
delicate golden accents; and a 1941 MS 64 PCGS, razor sharp with 
the luster and look of a gem.

1939-D MS 65 PCGS, a lustrous specimen with light golden toning; 
and a 1949-S MS 65 PCGS, mostly brilliant with a trace of golden 
toning. An attractive gem type pairing. (Total: 2 coins) 

1939- S MS 64 PCGS, bright and untoned, exhibiting a hard, satiny 
brilliance; and a 1947-D MS 65 PCGS, a couple of tiny obverse 
milling marks, but still a solid gem.

A terrific coin with a very strong strike that 
only lacks a bit of skirt detail and better definition on the eagle’s leg 
to call a full strike. Superior luster and untoned. A good looking 
example of this scarce strike rarity. 

1941 half dollar MS 64 PCGS; 1944 half dollar MS 65 PCGS; 1945 
half dollar MS 64 PCGS; 1879-S dollar MS 64 PCGS; 1880-S dol¬ 
lar MS 64 PCGS, lightly toned and somewhat prooflike; and an 1887 
dollar MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. All are high-end exam¬ 
ples, two or three with potential of grading highe?.'(Total: 6 coins) 

1941 MS 66 PCGS. A spectacular common Walker, exhibiting daz¬ 
zling, mostly untoned surfaces that offer razor sharp detail and an 
almost total absence of noticeable blemishes. 

1941 MS 67 PCGS. A superlative example of the Walking Liberty 
design, struck with razor sharp detail and framed on the obverse in 
deep reddish-orange and green iridescence. 

1941 MS 67 PCGS. Another outstanding specimen, this piece is 
equally sharp and partially layered in streaky golden toning, cover¬ 
ing roughly a third of each side.

Very sharply struck with superb luster beneath 
the multicolored speckles of steel-violet toning that cover each side. 

393 1946-D MS 64 NGC, fully lustrous and conservatively graded; 
1879-S dollar MS 64 NGC, fully brilliant; and an 1882-CC dollar 
MS 64 NGC, partially reflective fields with an arc of dark patina.

394 1936 PR 67 NGC. For a 1936, this gem coin has extraordinarily 
deep mirrors in the fields that glimmer in the depths of reflectivity.

A wonderful example of this coveted, first “mod¬ 
em” proof issue. 

395 1939 PR 67 NGC. Immaculate pastel-yellow surfaces come as near 
to perfection as one is likely to find on a proof Walking Liberty. 

396 1942 PR 66 NGC. Brilliant and deeply mirrored with just the slight¬ 
est bit of frost on the devices. Exceptional quality in a proof Walker. 

CERTIFIED FRANKLIN HALF DOLLARS 

397 1949-D MS 65 NGC. A very scarce gem Franklin. Both sides are 
equally toned with blue-gray centers and some eye appealing, 
peripheral deep-golden color. Population: 58 in 65, 2 finer. Trends 
$1,500. 

398 1951-S MS 66 PCGS. Shimmering, frosty surfaces that are untoned 
in the centers and partially framed in thin crescents of reddish- 
orange and apple-green. 

399 1952-S MS 67 NGC. The surfaces appear flawless with a deep gray 
speckling of color across each side, most likely taken from a mint 
set. Population: 7 in 67, none are finer.

409 1842 AU 50 PCGS. Clean overall with deep steel-gray and blue ton¬ 
ing on each side. Some softness of strike is noted, especially on the 
reverse. 

Somewhat irregularly struck, there is just a bit 
of light russet color on each side. 

411 1860 MS 64 NGC. If this were a common date, say a ‘59-0 or ‘60-

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461 1 881 -O MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. A well mirrored exam¬ 
ple, boldly struck in the centers and displaying appreciable field-to- 
device contrast. 

462 1881 -S MS 65 PCGS, steel-violet obverse patina over lustrous sur¬ 
faces with crescents of reddish-gold and blue-green toning on either 
side;’and a 1935-S San Diego MS 65 PCGS, attractive russet high¬ 
lights. (Total: 2 coins) 

463 1881 -S MS 65 NGC; and an 1882-S MS 65 NGC, both are bright- 
white and sharp. (Total: 2 coins) 

464 1881-S MS 65 PCGS, two pieces, one fully brilliant with dazzling 
luster and the other partially toned on the reverse in orange and blue 
iridescence. (Total: 2 coins) 

465 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. Intense luster with a light, mottled coating of 
golden-violet and greenish-gray toning on the obverse. 


1883- S AU 55 PCGS. Brilliant and still lustrous with only slight evi¬ 
dence of handling. 

1884- CC AU 58 PCI, medium gray toning with golden highlights; 
1884-CC MS 62 Damaged Rim PCI, spotted, mottled gray and 
brown toning; and an 1899-0 MS 63 PCGS, mostly brilliant, with 
severe die cracking on the reverse. (Total: 3 coins) . 

1884-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Deep mirrors in 
the fields with nicely frosted devices and a few minor obverse marks. 

1884-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fully struck, the 
heavily frosted devices show a “halo” of frost around the eagles 
head, and the fields have an illimitible depth of reflectivity. 

1884-0 MS 65 PCGS, with an arc of iridescent sea-green russet, 
and gold along the obverse periphery; and an 1898-0 MS 65 PCGS, 
mostly brilliant with a few scattered toning spots. An attractive gem 
pair of O-mint Morgans. (Total: 2 coins) 


466 1881 -S MS 66 Prooflike NGC. A lovely, sparkling coin, with mirror¬ 
like fields and frosty devices. In fact, this comes very close to full 
DMPL. A slight scuff in front of Liberty’s nose is the only mention- 
able distraction on the obverse, and the reverse shows but three 
points of contact. 

467 1882-CC MS 64 ANACS; 1883-CCMS63; 1884 -CC MS 64; and an 
1884-CC Ultra Deep Mirror Prooflike MS 64. All four coins are 
essentially untoned, each displays a normal number of contact 
marks, and all are ANACS certified. (Total: 4 coins) 

468 1882-CC MS 66 PCGS. About half of the obverse is toned in splen- 
did golden-orange hues. An essentially blemish-free 82-CC. 

469 1882-CC MS 65 Deep Mireor Prooflike PCGS. Fully brilliant and 
remarkably clean over the fragile mirrored fields, with a halo of mint 
frost extending out from the central devices on both sides. 

470 1882-0 MS 65 NGC. Essentially untoned with deep satiny brilliance 
and a minimum of surface marks. Precious few ‘82-0 dollars survive 
this nice. 

471 1882-0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant with razor sharp detail. A 
scarcer prooflike Morgan dollar. 

472 1882-O/S MS 63 ANACS. Satiny and bold, with a few moderate 
facial marks' The ‘82-O/S is perhaps the most underappreciated of 
the Morgan dollar varieties. 

473 1882-S MS 65 NGC, fully brilliant with a prooflike obverse; and an 
1898-0 MS 65 NGC, untoned. (Total: 2 coins) 


487 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. A pristine example, exceptionally clean and 
lustrous while showing virtually complete sharpness in the centers. 

488 1884-S AU 55 ANACS. Untoned and particularly lustrous on the 
reverse. An affordable alternative to the elusive, high priced uncir¬ 
culated example. 

489 1884-S AU 55 PCGS. A lightly handled, but still lustrous example of 
this rare, key date dollar. A couple of marks in the obverse fields 
detract slightly. 

490 1885-CC MS 64 ANACS. Light champagne toning is present on the 
obverse, with rich, satiny surfaces and swirling mint luster on both 
sides. 

491 1885-CC MS 64 ANACS. A lovely example that is free of most 
excessive bagmarks that seem to plague this and other contemporary 
CC-mint dollars. 

492 1885-CC MS 64 ANACS. Frosty luster abounds on both sides of this 
popular CC date. 

493 1885-CC MS 65 PCGS. Frosty-white and completely untoned, with 
rich, satiny surfaces and swirling mint luster. A lovely gem example 
that is free of the excessive bagmarks which seem to plague CC-mint 
dollars. 

494 1885-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A stunning two- 
toned cameo specimen that is as well preserved as it is eye appeal¬ 
ing. A minimum of contact marks can be found in the fields, and the 
face is relatively clean. A stunning example. 


474 1882-S MS 66 PCGS. An outstanding Morgan dollar. The surfaces 

are smooth and creamy and show no apparent or distracting abra¬ 
sions. 


1885-0 MS 65 PCGS, sharp and essentially untoned; and an 1888 
MS 65 PCGS, some rich golden toning is noted particularly on the 
obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 


475 1882-S MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant except for a pale accent of 
golden around the denticles. Very flashy. 

476 1883 MS 65 PCGS. A lightly toned, frosty gem that combines a 
strong strike with near-impeccable surface quality. 


496 1885-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Boldly defined and showing depth 

of reflectivity that borders on DMPL status (you could easily read 
this catalog description in its glow). The central devices are frosted, 
with appreciable contrast against the fields. One of the cleanest and 
flashiest ‘85-0 dollars we’ve seen. 


477 (2) 1883-CC MS 64 NGC; and an 1884-CC MS 64 Prooflike NGC, 
three well defined and lightly toned examples. (Total: 3 coins) 

478 1883-CC MS 64 NGC; and an 1884-CC MS 64 NGC, two frosty, 
untoned specimens. (Total: 2 coins) 

479 1883-CC MS 65 NGC, bright and untoned; 1884-0 MS 65 PCGS, 
very lightly toned on the reverse; and an 1885-0 MS 65 PCGS, bril¬ 
liant obverse with rich golden color on the reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

480 1883-CC MS 66 PCGS. Thick, coruscating mint frost and surpris¬ 
ingly free from blemishes for a Carson City dollar. Fully struck. 

481 1883-0 MS 66 NGC; 1885 MS 66; 1898-0 MS 66; and an 1899-0 
MS 66, all four coins exhibit little or no toning and the clean surfaces 
that one would expect on an MS 66. All are NGC certified. (Total. 4 
coins) 


497 1885-S MS 65 PCGS. Much cleaner than the average Redfield ‘85- 
S dollar, the only detracting feature we feel that needs mentioning ts 
a slight softness of strike in the center of each side. Nicely toned. 

498 1886 MS 65 NGC, mostly brilliant with traces of light golden ton¬ 
ing, clean, and well struck; and an 1898-0 MS 65 NGC, brilliant, 
well struck, and showing a clean cheek and fields. An attractive gem 
pair. (Total: 2 coins) 

499 1886 MS 65 NGC, brilliant and lustrous, but a little weak at the rims; 
and an 1889 MS 65 NGC, light golden toning on the obverse and 
light silver on the reverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

500 1886 MS 65 NGC, blazing bright luster; and an 1898-0 MS 65 
NGC, clean and untoned. (Total: 2 coins) 
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501 1886 MS 67 PCGS. A superlative end-of-the-roll coin, toned on the 
obverse in soft bluish-green and golden shades with squared-off rus¬ 
set streaks from folds in the paper. 

502 1887 MS 63 PCGS, two pieces, both deeply and attractively toned 
on the obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

503 1887 MS 67 NGC. Splendid blemish-free surfaces with a near 
absence of toning and intense satiny brilliance. 

504 1887/6-0 MS 62 PCGS. Brilliant and satiny, with light golden color 
noted on the eagle. The striking details are a bit soft, and the obverse 
is nearly free of marks. The eagle’s breast is softly struck and bears 
some abrasions, but overall one may wonder at the grade. Part of the 
underdigit shows to the right of the 7 in the date. Very scarce and sel¬ 
dom seen any finer. 

505 1887/6-0 MS 62 PCGS. Mostly brilliant, with hazy gray toning 
streaks on the obverse. The strike in the centers is better than expect¬ 
ed, with a typical underdigit. A few too many contact marks for a 
higher grade, but a solid coin nevertheless. 

506 1887-S MS 65 ANACS. The surfaces are bright and lustrous with 
mostly brilliant centers that are framed by hints of russet peripheral 
color. A very scarce S-mint dollar in gem condition. 

507 1888 MS 66 PCGS. An outstanding example of this date. Light frost¬ 
ing on the devices with a hint of golden color peripherally. 

508 1888 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Well struck with full 
watery reflectivity in the fields and a completely white, untoned 
appearance. Scarce with DMPL qualities. 

509 1888-0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. a premium example of this popular 
O-mint dollar, with reflective surfaces that are clean and uniform on 
both sides and light gold toning just beginning to form along the 
rims; and an 1899-0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC, untoned with reflective 
fields that border on DMPL status. (Total: 2 coins) 

510 1888-S MS 64 PCGS. Shimmering luster under layers of milky lilac- 
gray and golden-orange patina. Attractive, near-gem quality for this 
more difficult Redfield issue. 


511 1889-0 MS 63 ANACS. A coin for the collector who appreciates 
unusual toning. One-quarter of the obverse is mostly brilliant with a 
trace of gold along the periphery, but the remaining three-quarters 
are deeply toned, with colors ranging from dark gray to iridescent 
sea-green and blue. On the reverse, most of the eagle is brilliant, the 
periphery colored in an arc of iridescence, highlighting sea-green, 
blue, russet, and gold colors. Much original luster radiates through 
the exceptional coloration. 

512 1889-0 MS 64 PCGS. Bright, satiny, and extremely clean for the 
grade, but just a trifle soft, as is normal, in the centers. 

513 1889-0 MS 64 NGC. A fairly typical example of this scarce issue in 
this grade: the strike is soft in the centers and there is heavy metal 
flow toward the rims, which would indicate improper basining of the 
dies. Excellent luster and minimally abraded. 

514 1889-S MS 62 PCGS. Brilliant. 

515 1890-CC MS 60 ANACS. The reverse of this mostly brilliant dollar 
is actually much better than the MS 60 grade would indicate, but the 
obverse shows distracting contact marks, hairlines, and a scrape. 
Still the strike is a little better than typical, much luster remains, and 
the light golden toning at the rims helps make this a pleasing exam¬ 
ple. 

516 1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Boldly struck for this often weakly impressed 
issue and only minimally abraded, with shimmering mint brilliance. 

517 1890-S MS 64 PCGS. Deep, multicolored toning with good under¬ 
lying luster. A bit softly struck in the centers. 

518 1891-CC MS 63 PCGS. Satiny-white and especially clean in the 
fields. 


519 1891-0 MS 64 NGC. Satiny luster and untoned, with relatively 
clean surfaces. There are some slight striking weaknesses on the 
highpoints, normal for this issue. 

520 1891-0 MS 64 NGC. Another satiny-white example, presumably 
from the same roll as the preceding coin. Just a blush of gray patina 
across the reverse. 


521 1891-0 MS 64 NGC. Frosty-white and well struck, much like the 
previous two lots. 

522 1891-S MS 63 Prooflike PCGS. A flashy dollar with bright, 
prooflike surfaces. There are some typical abrasions on each side 
and a significant amount of frost on the devices, providing a moder¬ 
ate contrast. 


523 1892-CC AU 50 ANACS. The obverse retains some luster, despite 
the friction and light handling marks from its time in circulation. The 
cheek is also relatively clean for the grade. Medium gray toning can 
be seen around many letters on the periphery. 

524 1892-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Quite clean on the 
devices with good reflectivity and a suggestion of rose-gold color. 

525 1892-0 MS 63 NGC. Typically struck for this normally flat New 
Orleans date and displaying frosty, moderately toned surfaces. 

526 1892-0 MS 65 NGC. The 1892-0 is well known as a strike rarity, 
but it is also an important condition rarity in the Morgan series with 
no more than a few dozen pieces extant in gem condition. This piece 
is somewhat softly defined in the centers, as usual, but it is a rivet¬ 
ing coin that has thick, satiny mint luster and is graced by just a 
touch of light golden patina. Population: 16 in 65, 1 finer. 

527 1893-CC VF 35 ANACS. This coin shows the flat silver-gray sur¬ 
faces of a coin that exhibits honest circulation. The obverse fields 
show a few more severe handling marks, but the cheek is relatively 
clean for the grade. This is a reasonably nice specimen with a mini¬ 
mum of large contact marks. 

528 1893-CC AU 50 ANACS. Brilliant, with much reflectivity remaining 
in the fields despite an abundance of handling marks. Some small 
distracting contact marks can also be seen on the cheek. Typically 
struck in the centers. An attractive circulated piece that inspires 
thoughts of ’what once was’ before it circulated. 

529 1893-S XF 40 ANACS. A classic coin in American numismatics. 
This example shows all the evidence of circulation, but with even 
wear and only modest handling marks; even the cheek is relatively 
clean. This dollar would be a very pleasing addition to the collection 
of any Morgan specialist. 

530 1894-0 MS 61 PCGS. Just a trifle soft in the centers, both sides are 
essentially untoned. A scarce date in strictly uncirculated condition. 

531 1894-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Lightly toned with 
sparkling luster in the fields and sharp central details for this scarce 
and popular S-mint. Highly elusive with DMPL qualities. 

532 1895-0 XF 45 ANACS. Light golden color with even wear on the 
highpoints. 

533 1895-0 AU 50 ANACS. A scarce date in this grade and prohibitive¬ 
ly rare in mint state. This example is flashy and bright with a couple 
of obverse marks. 

534 1896 MS 66 ANACS. A high-end specimen with a moderate overlay 
of violet and deep-golden toning over each side. 

535 1896-0 AU 53 NGC; 1896-0 AU 55 NGC; and an 1896-0 MS 60 
NGC, all three coins exhibit the typical, muted gray patina so often 
seen on ‘96-Os, and a normal amount of contact marks. (Total: 3 
coins) 

536 1897-0 AU 55 NGC, well struck; 1897-0 AU 58. moderate gray- 
golden toning particularly on the reverse; and an 1897-0 MS 60, 
muted gray luster with a number of noticeable contact marks. All 
three coins are NGC certified. (Total: 3 coins) 
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537 1897-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with bright, satiny luster. The sur¬ 
faces are nearly brilliant with a few small areas of light toning on the 
obverse. A few surface marks on the obverse away from full gem 
classification. 

538 1898 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant throughout with excellent 
depth of mirrored reflectivity. Scarce as such. 

539 1898 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC, with fully reflective fields 
and frosty devices, and sufficient contact marks to explain the grade; 
and a 1921 Peace dollar AU 58, fully lustrous with just enough han¬ 
dling marks to suggest actual circulation. An attractive type pair. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

540 1898-0 MS 66 NGC. Both sides are toned in mottled shades of red¬ 
dish-gold, steel-violet, and an occasional flash of blue. 

541 1898-0 MS 67 NGC. Superb surfaces overall with bright, coruscat¬ 
ing luster. There are virtually no abrasions on either side and the coin 
is fully brilliant. The only flaw we can find is a slight softness of 
strike in the centers. Population: 20 in 67, none finer. 

542 1898-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Shimmering mirrored fields with 
no color on either side. 

543 1898-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Completely untoned 
with strong central details and highly reflective surfaces. The fields 
and devices are nearly void of contact marks. 

544 1898-S MS 61 ANACS. Subdued luster limits the grade. 

545 1899-0 MS 65 NGC, mostly brilliant with exceptionally clean sur¬ 
faces covered by traces of light golden toning; and a 1904-0 MS 65 
NGC, brilliant-white with superb luster. A well struck, gem pair 
from New Orleans. (Total: 2 coins) 

546 1899-0 MS 66 PCGS. The cheek of Liberty is virtually flawless and 
the satiny luster is fully brilliant. Strong eye appeal on this common, 
late date dollar. 

547 1899-0 MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Light in color with 
deeply mirrored fields and a few small abrasions scattered about. 

548 1899-S MS 62 NGC. Brilliant and well struck. A few marks on the 
cheek, but with far more eye appeal than expected of an MS 62. This 
is a nice, problem-free example of this scarcer, late date S-mint dol¬ 
lar. 

549 1900-0/CC MS 64 PCGS. Bright satiny luster with the overpunched 
mintmark visible even to the naked eye. 

550 1900-0/CC MS 64 PCGS. A near-gem example of this widely col¬ 
lected variety. Untoned, the centers are a bit softly defined, and there 
are a couple of minor facial marks that limit the grade. 

551 1900-S MS 64 PCGS. Outstanding surfaces almost totally free of 
marks, with bright luster in full mint bloom. The strike is solid; a 
hair fuller and this would be a gem. Essentially brilliant with spots 
of light golden toning. 

552 1903-0 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny luster and a smooth cheek grace this 
popular New Orleans issue. Mostly brilliant, with a touch of gold on 
the periphery. 

553 1903-0 MS 64 PCGS. Superb luster radiates from the surfaces of 
this memorable 1903-0 dollar. The devices show only the tiniest of 
abrasions. Solid striking details, especially on the obverse. Mostly 
brilliant, with just a bit of scattered light golden patina at the rims. 

554 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Medium iridescent toning covers both the 
obverse and reverse in green-gold, sea-green, russet, blue, and a 
dozen other hues without name. The strike is above average for this 
typically weak issue and most of the eagle’s breast feathers are well- 
defined. For many years, this date was one of the favorites of the dol¬ 
lar prognosticators who believed it to be scarce and underrated in 
high grade. 

555 1904 MS 64 NGC. An especially vibrant ‘04-P, brilliant except for a 
touch of golden color here and there at the rims. 


556 1904-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. A brilliant, no-contrast 
DMPL with a few minor marks on the cheek of Liberty. Light gold¬ 
en peripheral color. 

557 1904-S XF 40 ANACS. Medium silvery-gray with deeper specks of 
toning about the devices. Fairly scarce in lesser worn condition. 

558 1904-S XF 45 ANACS. A popular condition rarity among later date 
S-mint Morgans, this partially lustrous ‘04-S shows only modest 
wear on the highpoints and is lightly toned in silver-gray shades. 

559 1904-S AU 50 ANACS. A nice example of this scarcer date. Some 
mint luster is still showing and this piece is totally white. 

560 1921 MS 65 PCGS. A lovely, fully struck example of this last year 
of the Morgan dollar. Brilliant and lustrous, with only a few minute 
marks in the fields. Well above average. 

561 1921 MS 66 PCGS. A common coin in just about any grade from VG 
to MS 65, but what about MS 66? The Population Report shows that 
only 80 pieces have been graded MS 66, with 1 finer. Some light ton¬ 
ing shows on each side. 

562 1921 MS 60 Prooflike ANACS. An impressive coin not only because 
of its deeply reflective fields, but also because the ANACS holder 
attests this was struck from Zerbe proof dies. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

563 1884 PR 65 NGC. An exquisite proof Morgan. The fields are deeply 
reflective, with modestly contrasting cameoed devices. Both sides 
show a deep, multicolored, iridescent patina that does not subdue the 
strong overall eye appeal of this lovely type coin. Population: 26 in 
65, 16 finer. 

564 1887 PR 65 NGC. A lovely proof dollar that displays a noticeable 
cameo contrast on each side that is more pronounced than usual for 
this date. Both the obverse and reverse display an^qrc of deep toning 
at the top (and bottom respectively), the remainder is colored in iri¬ 
descent hues. An unusual gem specimen. Population: 24 in PR 65, 
19 finer. 

565 1892 PR 63 PCI. Deep gray patina with some subtle golden under¬ 
tones. Well mirrored but not completely struck up in the centers. 

566 1892 PR 65 NGC. Deep charcoal, golden-rose, and olive-gold ton¬ 
ing overlays both sides. The strike is above-average for this some¬ 
times poorly struck proof issue. Population: 38 in PR 65, 31 finer. 

567 1893 PR 65 NGC. A splendid example of this more elusive date. 
The frosted devices lend a nice cameo appearance to a coin that has 
a natural beauty even without that effect. Normal striking softness in 
the centers restricts an even higher grade. Rich golden, crimson, and 
blue color adorns the borders. From an original mintage of only 792 
proofs. 

568 1894 PR 65 NGC.The 1894 proof has always commanded a signif¬ 
icant premium as a date because of the rarity of 1894 business 
strikes. As a result, proofs have been well cared for over the years 
and today quite a few survive in gem and near-gem condition. This 
coin does not have the contrast often seen, it is rather a coin that 
shows little or no frost on the devices. The fields, however, are bright 
as are the devices. Both sides are covered with a mottled blue and 
golden patina that is almost electric in its intensity of color. 
Population: 29 in PR 65. 

569 1921 Zerbe PR 64 NGC. A rare and unusual proof issue struck from 
an unknown quantity, expressly for the politically powerful Farran 
Zerbe in 1921. The quality of Zerbe proofs, however, is not compa¬ 
rable to previous years or the much rarer Chapman proofs of 1921. 
This piece is toned a light rose-gray on the obverse and shows only 
traces of reverse toning clinging to the devices. The striking details 
are uncommonly bold for a Zerbe proof and the fields show evidence 
of extensive die polishing, as is typical on this elusive and often mis¬ 
understood issue. 
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CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


570 1921 MS 63 NGC. Mostly brilliant in the centers, with mottled gold¬ 
en-brown toning covering the obverse fields. The reverse is more 
brilliant, with lighter traces of the same colors in the fields. The coin 
shows above average definition in the centers and only a few 
insignificant facial marks. 

571 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous with some very light toning but show¬ 
ing the usual softness of strike in the centers. 

572 1921 MS 64 NGC. Mostly brilliant with deep, satiny luster and hints 
of russet color about the devices. The strike is much sharper than the 
majority of this higher relief first year issue. 

573 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Very sharply struck—so much so that we are 
tempted to call this a fully struck coin. There are very few scattered 
field marks but the worst landed squarely on the upper cheek. A coin 
blessed with completeness of strike, mint luster, and light color, yet 
the curse of one mark will forever keep it a near-gem. 

574 1922 MS 66 NGC. A superb example, toned delicate yellow-gold 
and sky-blue colors, and boasting intense, underlying mint bril¬ 
liance. Population: 77 in 66, none finer. 

575 1922 MS 66 NGC, mostly brilliant with a hint of peripheral color; 
1923 MS 66 NGC, only the slightest amount of golden patina shows; 
and a 1925 MS 66 NGC, beautiful corascant golden and crimson 
colorations. (Total: 3 coins) 

576 1922 MS 66 PCGS. A common date Peace dollar that is seldom seen 
in this lofty condition. Fully struck, the mint frost is thick and virtu¬ 
ally unbroken by any but the most trivial contact marks. 

577 1923 MS 66 NGC. A superb, intensely lustrous specimen that looks 
as though it was struck last week instead of 73 years ago. 

578 1923-D MS 65 NGC. Frosty-white luster with a few small abrasions. 
A scarce Peace dollar in strict gem condition. 

579 1923-S MS 64 PCGS, two pieces, one essentially brilliant and the 
other exhibiting speckled golden toning about the reverse periphery. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

580 1923-S MS 64 PCGS, two pieces, both minimally abraded with 
creamy luster and better-than-average sharpness. (Total: 2 coins) 

581 1923-S MS 64 PCGS. Glorious pastel toning is sprinkled across the 
obverse and, to a less colorful degree, the reverse. 

582 1924 MS 65 PCGS. An exceedingly lustrous piece with some light 
toning. 

583 1924 MS 66 NGC. Blazing mint luster covers this coin and is inter¬ 
rupted by only the smallest blemishes.

584 1924-S MS 63 NGC. Both sides of this scarcer S-mint issue are tint¬ 
ed in speckled golden and silver-gray hues and exhibit better than 
average sharpness on the central details. 

585 1925 MS 66 NGC. The second most "common” Peace dollar in this 
grade, yet it is one of only 195 coins thus far graded. Lovely frosty 
white appearance. 

586 1925 MS 66 PCGS. Fully struck throughout, the lustrous surfaces 
are unusually clean for a Peace dollar and there is a light streakiness 
of golden-brown color on each side that is much lighter on the 
obverse. 

587 1925 MS 66 PCGS. Exceptionally clean, even for a ‘25-P which is 
known to come nicer than the average Peace dollar, with both sides 
of this fully brilliant example displaying dazzling cartwheel luster. 

588 1925 MS 66 PCGS. Another near-flawless, untoned example, not 
quite as well struck and displaying shimmering brilliance. 


590 1925-S MS 64 PCGS. Very well struck for this conditionally scarce 
issue and exhibiting blushes of pale golden color in the centers. 

591 1926 MS 65 PCGS. A fully struck, golden-toned gem that shows 
only the slightest abrasions. 

592 1926-D MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck and showing good satiny luster 
with just a bit of milky-golden color on both sides. Scarce in gem 
condition. 


593 1926-D MS 65 NGC. Toned in somewhat drab gray-violet hues, with 
the usual strong definition in the centers. 

594 1926-D MS 65 PCGS. A bold striking beneath a layer of milky gray 
patina, with a thin ring of russet and bluish-green toning primarily 
about the obverse periphery. 

595 1927-D MS 63 PCGS. Pale gold toning over smooth and lustrous 
surfaces. This dollar has a minimum of contact marks, with some of 
the worst found on the cheek. Still a pleasant coin, but not a candi¬ 
date for a higher grade. 

596 1927-S MS 64 PCGS. A brilliant coin, with just a hint of golden ton¬ 
ing on the reverse. Shpply struck throughout with a minimum of 
contact marks. A premium coin for the grade. 

597 1928 MS 64 ANACS. The luster is bright on this Peace dollar, and 
both the fields and the cheek are relatively clean. The coin is brilliant 
with a trace of golden toning. 

598 1928-S MS 63 NGC. Brilliant-white with thick, frosty luster. A solid 
strike with only a modicum of contact marks adds to the eye appeal. 
Difficult to locate much nicer. 

599 1928-S MS 64 PCGS. Almost fully white with a light haze of pale 
gold color. Very few marks, lustrous, and quite attractive. 

600 1934-S XF 40 ANACS. Lightly toned overall with some luster still 
visible. 

601 1934-S XF 45 ANACS. Bright silver-gray appearance on this key- 
date Peace dollar. 

602 1934-S AU 50 ANACS. Partially lustrous with some light evidence 
of circulation on the highpoints. 

603 1935 MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck with the bright, satin-like luster 
always seen on this issue. Brilliant except for a light swatch of gold¬ 
en color in the center of each side. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

604 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 64 PCGS. A bright, satiny 
example with green-gold coloration on both sides. 

605 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 62 PCGS. With excellent 
mint luster, this is a satiny example of this scarcer commemorative 
issue whose only drawback seems to be a typical strike. 

606 1916 McKinley MS 63 NGC. A very well struck specimen with 
deep, golden color. 

607 1917 McKinley MS 65 PCGS. Easily the scarcer of the two 
McKinley issues, this gem 1917 boasts nearly flawless surfaces and 
swirling luster. 

608 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Superior luster characteristics 
with a couple of small coppery colored spots on both sides. Trends 
$1,300. 

609 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Clean surfaces and sharply 
struck with a faint outline of pastel-blue around the peripheries. 

610 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Highly lustrous with a notice¬ 
able reddish tint over both sides.

611 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. The surfaces exhibit a bright, 

satiny sheen with a few scattered copper alloy spots, the largest to 
the right of Independence Hall. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


612 1851-0 MS 63 NGC. Quite lustrous and reasonably well struck 
without any large or detracting blemishes. Popular O-mint issue. 

613 1854 Type One MS 64 PCGS. Boldly detailed and satiny, with an 
almost mark-free appearance on this final year of type. 

614 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. A well struck and attractive example of 
this interesting, short-lived type. Some typical evidence of die clash¬ 
ing is visible on the reverse. With the high price of mint state pieces, 
this high grade, lightly circulated example is a good alternative. 

615 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Sharply defined on the obverse, the 
surfaces are extraordinarily clean with the only detraction being light 
clash marks in the fields. A pleasant coin for the collector willing to 
give up a trace of wear in exchange for maximizing buying power. 

616 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Very sharply struck throughout. A light 
pinscratch from the headband to the rim confirms that this lovely 
Type Two actually circulated. The reverse shows signs of a severe 
die clashing, and there are a couple of shallow scratches in the cen¬ 
ter. Still attractive. 

617 1855 Type Two MS 62 NGC. Well struck with strong central defin¬ 
ition for this scarce and often weakly defined type. There are a few 
scattered field marks as well as the usually seen die clashing, but 
overall the coin is quite clean and problem-free with good luster 
characteristics. 

618 1889 MS 65 PCGS. Pinpoint striking details with thick, coruscating 
mint luster.

619 1888 PR 58 NGC. One of the more obtainable dates in the gold dol¬ 
lar series as a proof, this piece has moderately good mirrors in the 
fields, and pleasant yellow-gold color. Unfortunately, it also has just 
enough evidence of handling to drop it into the circulated ranks. 
Still, a most attractive coin for the collector who wants all the detail 
of a proof with a smaller price tag. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

620 1851 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck on the obverse with soft detailing on 
the eagle’s plumage. Attractive golden-olive color, some scuffiness 
in the fields limits the grade. 

621 1851 -D XF 45 NGC. A scarce D-mint quarter eagle that gets tougher 
to locate as one approaches AU. This is a pleasing coin for the grade, 
with mostly minute field marks as evidence of its circulation. There 
is some localized softness of strike on the eagle’s leg, with a strong 
mintmark. Originally patinated surfaces. 

622 1852 AU 58 ANACS. Traces of mint luster remain under light ton¬ 
ing. The surfaces are bright and the strike is solid with a light scratch 
running behind Liberty’s head. 

623 1867 AU 50 NGC. Only 3,200 business strikes were coined this year. 
Some reflective mint luster remains hidden in the devices on this 
conditionally scarce issue. Trends $1,350. 

624 1868 AU 55 PCGS. A very scarce date, with a low mintage of only 
3,600 business strikes. This was obviously a nice, prooflike example 
before entering circulation for a short time. A small band of light 
surface porosity above Liberty’s head shows on the obverse. Trends 
$850. 

625 1895 MS 64 NGC. Lustrous, frosty surfaces provide all the flash 
anyone could ask for in a quarter eagle. Light traces of russet high¬ 
light the date and some of the devices. Beside being completely orig¬ 
inal and a near-gem, this coin has great eye appeal that is worth a 
premium bid in today’s market. 


CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLE 

626 1907 PR 60 PCGS. Fully mirrored with appreciable contrast 
between fields and devices. The 1907 is scarcer than generally 
believed with only 65 or so pieces believed extant out of the original 
mintage of 154 coins. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

627 1914 MS 60 NGC. Well struck for the incuse relief design type, but 
a few field marks are noted on both sides that limit the grade. 

628 1914 MS 62 PCGS. One of the slightly tougher dates in uncirculat¬ 
ed grade. This piece is very pleasing with no major marks and orig¬ 
inal olive-gold color. 

629 1914 MS 63 NGC. Good luster on this scarcer date with one small 
mark at the top of the headdress. 

630 1925-D MS 61 PCGS. Bright with several carbon spots, and the 
usual number of marks for the grade. 

631 1925-D MS 62 NGC. An attractive example, frosty with a blush of 
delicate green-orange. With few contact marks, greater definition in 
the feather striking would have moved this coin up substantially. 

632 1925-D MS 63 ANACS. Lustrous surfaces with a couple of more 
obvious scuffs on each side that account for the grade. 

633 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. The surfaces of this lovely coin are lustrous 
and show a subtly variegated orange and green patina that is most 
appealing. Fully struck in all areas with a few small, scattered abra¬ 
sions, few of which, fortunately, are located on the highpoint of the 
cheek of the Indian The only notable distraction is a slight scratch 
on the reverse through UNUM. 

634 1926 MS 64 NGC. Superb, thick mint luster with a few marks here 
and there. Nice looking coin. 

635 1927 MS 62 NGC. The surfaces display a soft, frosty appearance, 
with the obverse showing considerable luster. Fewer than expected 
field abrasions Altogether, much more attractive than its grade 
would indicate. 

636 1927 MS 62 NGC. Subdued yellow-gold luster is abundantly dis¬ 
played on the incuse surfaces. Many small marks in the fields 
account for the grade. 

637 1927 MS 62 PCGS. Superb luster and color characterize this impres¬ 
sive Indian quarter eagle. The surfaces show a few distracting blem¬ 
ishes, but the overall eye appeal is strong. 

638 1928 MS 62 NGC. Exceedingly lustrous with rich golden-orange 
color throughout. Only a few stray field marks preclude a higher 
grade. 

639 1928 MS 63 PCGS. Good luster, but too many contact marks (espe¬ 
cially on the reverse) to be considered for a higher grade. There is a 
tiny black grease spot on the cheek that bears mentioning for accu¬ 
racy. 

A premium quality coin, this piece has medium 
yellow-gold color and excellent luster characteristics. A few reverse 
marks keep this out of the gem class.

641 1878 MS 62 NGC. As with all examples of this common date three, 

the luster is thick and heavily frosted, swirling around the yellow- 
gold coin as it is tilted beneath a light. A few small marks, but over¬ 
all a nice type coin for the grade. 
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CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLE 


642 1813 XF 45 NGC. First year of the Capped Head Left design and by 

far the most obtainable date in the series. The obverse appears to 
have been more sharply struck than the reverse. The obverse fields 
show a green-copper hue, with many of the devices lighter in color. 
There are several light scratches, but no major impairments. This 
coin will end up in a quality type set. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


643 1840 XF 45 PCI. Narrow Mill. Well struck with problem-free sur¬ 
faces. The more common of the two 1840 varieties. 

644 1841 VF 30 PCGS. Scarce in all grades with only 15,833 pieces 
struck. This is an original example that exhibits a series of tiny, 
ancient surface marks on the obverse, and on the reverse a hint of 
softness on the eagle. 

645 1844-D VF 30 PCGS. A well circulated example of this very scarce 
Dahlonega issue. Evenly worn with pleasing surfaces for the grade. 

646 1851 AU 58 NGC. A somewhat better date that is more difficult than 
its large mintage would indicate. Well struck with some reddish 
color. Trends $280. 

647 1854-0 AU 50 PCGS. A much scarcer O-mint five than is generally 
believed and conditionally elusive above XF with AU examples rat¬ 
ing a high R.5. This is an attractive piece with some prooflikeness in 
the fields, a good strike on the obverse, but a tad weak on the reverse. 
Trends $1,400 in AU 50. 

648 1855-0 XF 45 PCGS. A scarce O-mint five, one of just 11,100 
pieces struck, and an issue that appears less frequently than higher 
priced C and D-mint half eagles. This is a clean, well balanced spec¬ 
imen with hints of mint luster still remaining. Population: 7 in 45, 
only 6 finer, the finest being an MS 60. 

649 1857 MS 62 NGC. A fully lustrous example, sharply struck in all 
areas. The 1857 half eagle is very scarce in strict mint state condi¬ 
tion, but is probably just as important as a No Motto type coin, of 
which there are precious few uncirculated survivors. Population: 9 in 
62. 3 higher. Trends $3,150. 

650 1873 Open 3 MS 60 PCGS. Sharply struck on the obverse with sub¬ 
dued surfaces and showing a few small abrasions. The scarcer of the 
two varieties by a small margin. Trends $875. 

651 1879 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny with few appreciable surface marks. A 
scarcer issue among P-mint fives, with the small number of mint 
state pieces well distributed between MS 60 and MS 64 grades. 
Some deep golden toning accents each side. 

652 1880 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck on the obverse, the reverse is a tri¬ 
fle weak on the eagle’s neck and feather tips. The fields are bright 
with shimmering semi-prooflikeness and show just a touch of light 
reddish patina around the rims. At this level, the 1880 is a condition 
rarity. 

653 1881 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck with rich orange-gold color and 
flashes of green-gold peripherally. A lovely piece with strong luster 
and good eye appeal. 

654 1881/0 MS 62 PCGS. This is one of the finest examples known of 
this very rare overdate. Discovered in 1969, this is the first of the two 
varieties known. The bases of the digits in the date are all repunched 
lower and the scroll above the eagle is attenuated. Even without 
magnification one can see there is something protruding from the 
lower right base of the final 1 in the date. Of great importance to spe¬ 
cialists in the series. Population: 10 in 62, 6 are finer. 

655 1882 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny and original, with most of the small con¬ 
tact marks in the fields hidden by light toning. The field above 
Liberty's hair escaped unscathed, and the lustrous glow gives a hint 
of how this still-pleasant coin originally sparkled. 

656 1882 MS 62 PCGS; and an 1887-S MS 62 PCGS, both modestly 
abraded examples. (Total: 2 coins) 


1882 MS 62 PCGS, three pieces, all well struck with good luster and 
moderately abraded. (Total: 3 coins) 

1882 MS 63 PCGS. Bright mint luster, there is a slight deepening of 
color toward the rims. Fully struck. 

1883 MS 62 PCGS. A sharp strike with delicate reddish-gold high¬ 
lights.

The bright mint luster of prooflike fields is 
interrupted in a few places by minute abrasions, but the overall 
impression is one of a sharply struck, fully detailed, beauty of a half 
eagle. 

1886-S MS 63 PCGS. Much scarcer than a common date for a slight 
premium. Boldly struck, a few light marks show on both sides. The 
luster is bright under an opaque haze. 

1886-S MS 64 NGC. A blatantly original, satiny example, only a few 
trivial field marks from the gem class. 

1893 MS 62 PCGS, two pieces, both well defined with scattered 
marks. (Total: 2 coins) 

1893 MS 63 NGC. Satiny with an original reddish tint about the 
peripheries. 

1893 MS 63 NGC. Bright and satiny. 

1893-CC MS 60 NGC. Final year of Carson City production and a 
frosty, original example. Sharply struck throughout and minimally 
marked for the grade. 

1895-S AU 55 NGC. Infrequently seen in any grade despite the large 
mintage, and almost never obtainable finer than AU. Well struck with 
original surfaces. Trends $1,100 in AU 55. 

1898-S MS 62 NGC. Quite scarce in mint state, this piece is lustrous 
and sharply struck. Vibrant color adds to its eye appeal, with a touch 
of green patination. The coin has far fewer contact marks than 
expected for this grade, and remains a pleasing example of this 
scarcer S-mint five. 

1899 MS 62 PCGS, fully struck; and a 1904 MS 62 PCGS, bright 
overall. (Total: 2 coins) 

1899 MS 63 PCGS. Very clean and satiny beneath rich orange pati- 


1900 MS 64 PCGS. A near-gem specimen, satiny in appearance with 
a bit of coppery patination overall. Most of the contact marks are 
found on the reverse, which will please most collectors. 

1901 MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck, some rich-golden patina graces 
both sides of this original piece. 

1901/0-S MS 63 PCGS. An intermediate die state with quite a bit of 
the 0 showing on the upper right of the second 1 in the date. Fully 
struck with complete mint luster throughout. 

1902-S MS 63 PCGS. Bright lustrous surfaces with abundant 
amounts of light reddish color. Well struck. 

1904 MS 64 NGC. Satiny and well struck. 

1906-D MS 62 PCGS. A scarcer half eagle (first Denver mint issue), 
exhibiting a bold strike and subdued luster that limits the grade. 

1906-D MS 63 PCGS. A bit subdued for this first year Denver prod¬ 
uct and highlighted in olive-gold patina. 
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1906-D MS 64 PCGS. Both sides exhibit an intense, satiny bril¬ 
liance and have escaped all but the most trivial surface blemishes. A 
terrific Denver mint type coin. 

1906-S MS 63 PCGS. A most pleasing example of this final year S- 
mint, lustrous, original, and displaying clean, boldly struck devices. 

1906-S MS 63 PCGS. Satiny with legitimate claims to a higher rat¬ 
ing. Final year S-mint of its type and fairly scarce at the uncirculat¬ 
ed level. 

1906-S MS 63 PCGS. Richly colored, satiny surfaces. Final year S- 
mint of its type and fairly scarce at the uncirculated level. 

1906-S MS 63 PCGS. A similar, select quality example. 

1907 MS 63 PCGS. Bright and satiny with a slight reddish caste over 
both sides. 

1907 MS 63 PCGS. A lustrous, nearly mark-free example, with 
tinges of greenish-gold about the peripheries. 

1907 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny and lustrous, the surfaces exhibit rich, 
orange-gold patina. A few too many contact marks limit the grade of 
this specimen.

1908 MS 62 PCGS. Bright orange-gold color, with very lustrous sur¬ 
faces. Popular as a first year issue. 

1908 MS 62 PCGS. As a first year of issue, always a popular col¬ 
lector coin. Strong mint frost and a solid strike, a few field marks in 
front of the face keep this from higher grade. Most pleasing for an 
MS 62. 

1908 MS 62 PCGS. Good luster for the grade with subtly variegat¬ 
ed patina. 

1908 MS 62 PCGS. Reddish-golden mint luster with a few small 
abrasions. 

1908 MS 62 PCGS, two pieces, one has reddish tinted surfaces and 
the other shows a gray-lilac color. (Total: 2 coins) 

1908 MS 64 PCGS. A remarkable example of this always-popular 
first year of issue for the incuse design Indian half eagle. The sur¬ 
faces are bright and satiny with a light reddish tinge and are remark¬ 
ably clean for this usually heavily abraded type. 

1908-D MS 63 PCGS. Clean surfaces overall, the bright mint luster 
is subdued somewhat by a heavy dose of reddish-coppery patina on 
each side. A bit softly struck, most notably on the bottom feather of 
the Indian’s headdress. 


702 1909-S MS 60 NGC. Considered by Akers as one of the four or five 
rarest issues in the entire series, in low grade mint condition the 09- 
S is rated as a high R.6 issue. This is a well struck example that dis¬ 
plays rich original patina on each side that is deeper in hue on the 
obverse. 

703 1910-S MS 60 NGC. Bright yellow-gold surfaces. A better than 
average strike for this conditionally elusive date, though the mint- 
mark is typically indistinct. A number of tiny contact marks limit the 
grade. Trends $1,100. 

704 1911 MS 62 PCGS. The surfaces show a mixture of mottled toning 
and luster. There are small abrasions on both sides, with a few 
notable above the eagle on the reverse. 

705 1912 MS 62 PCGS. Lots of luster and original color, but with a few 
too many light abrasions to merit a higher grade. 

706 1912 MS 62 PCGS. An attractive coin with scattered areas of rust- 
brown toning. A few marks are scattered over both sides. 

707 1912 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with deeper color. 

708 1912 MS 62 PCGS. Deeper color with strong underlying mint frost. 

709 1912 MS 62 PCGS, two pieces, both have a pronounced green-gold 
color and the one coin has an overlay of reddish patina. (Total: 2 
coins) 

710 1912-S AU 58 ANACS. Typically struck, particularly in the area of 
the mintmark, but with considerable luster. 

711 1912-S MS 60 NGC. A scarce and highly respected date in mint con¬ 
dition. Trends $1,350. 

712 1913 MS 62 PCGS, two pieces, deeper in hue than usually seen, one 
piece has several obvious marks on the highpoint of the Indian s 
cheekbone. (Total: 2 coins) 

713 1913 MS 62 PCGS. The bright mint luster is overlaid with deep red¬ 
dish-coppery patina. 

714 1914 MS 62 PCGS. A few small marks on the reverse disturb the 
soft, frosted mint luster. 

715 1914-S MS 62 PCGS. One of the true condition rarities in the Indian 
half eagle series, with only a tiny percentage surviving in uncircu¬ 
lated grades Very well struck for the issue with relatively unmarred 
surfaces and a distinctive orange-gold tint. 

716 1915 MS 62 PCGS. Vibrant surfaces, but with many minute contact 
marks. The Indian’s cheek is well struck, while the eagle’s wing is 
typically struck. Altogether attractive. 

717 1915 MS 62 PCGS. Bright mint luster and well struck. 


1909-D AU 58 ANACS. Light rubbing on the highpoints. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck but kept from grading higher by 
numerous small abrasions on each side.

1909-D MS 62 NGC. The Indian’s face is surprisingly free from 
blemishes. Rich golden luster shows on each side.

1847 AU 58 PCGS. Fully struck with bright prooflike fields that tend 
to enhance the numerous handling marks and couple of pinscratch- 
es. One of the few common dates in the No Motto ten series. 

1851-0 AU 50 PCGS. One of the more commonly seen New Orleans 
No Motto tens. While the coin retains the details of an AU, the sur¬ 
faces are nearly entirely covered with small to medium sized contact 
marks. The few protected areas still produce flashes of brilliance, 
suggesting the beauty this coin once was. 

1854-0 Large Date AU 50 PCGS. The scarcer of the two varieties 
of this issue, the Large Date is really VERY large, perhaps even 
HUGE. This piece retains a portion of luster in the protected areas, 
but the fields have lost much of their flash to the myriad handling 
marks. This is a significant opportunity for the gold specialist. 

1857 XF 40 PCGS. A scarce and underrated date that is very diffi¬ 
cult to locate above XF. A trifle softly struck on the highpoints of the 
design, the coin shows ample evidence of its time in circulation; few 
of the marks are serious, but they are abundant. 
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722 1857-S XF 45 PCGS. One of the scarcer S-mint eagles from the 
1850s. When seen, which is seldom, the ‘57-S is usually seen VF and 
below. This well struck example now possesses innumerable han¬ 
dling marks from its time in circulation, but fortunately most are hid¬ 
den by attractive golden toning. Add in a little remaining luster in the 
protected areas and the sum is a scarce coin with a lot of eye appeal. 

723 1859-S XF 40 PCGS. This is a date that Akers compares to the 1858 
in overall rarity. In his auction survey done some years ago, he 
ranked the ‘59-S near the top of the series in rarity (according to fre¬ 
quency of appearance at auction) and also in rarity according to aver¬ 
age grade. The finest examples we know of are 3 AU coins certified 
by PCGS. This is a condition rarity even in XF with Breen calling 
coins in this grade “prohibitively rare.” The surfaces are peppered 
with some normally seen small abrasions, but none too heavy. Some 
light coppery patina has gathered under the devices. 

724 1867 AU 55 PCGS. This is the finest certified 1867 ten-dollar (actu¬ 
ally tied for finest with a single NGC AU 55), and it is a lovely spec¬ 
imen indeed. The fields are bright and prooflike despite minute abra¬ 
sions that hardly diminish the sparkle of the coin. Sharply struck 
with excellent detailing on the hair curls of Liberty and the eagle’s 
plumage. Superior quality and strong eye appeal. 

725 1872-S XF 45 PCGS. Unknown in strict mint state, this is one of the 
three or four finest ‘72-S tens believed extant. Well struck with 
bright semi-prooflike surfaces. This quality example shows the small 
to medium-sized abrasions typical of circulated gold, none of which 
need to be mentioned individually. 

726 1876-S XF 40 PCGS. Very scarce in all grades, with pieces above 
VF extremely rare. The original mintage of the ‘76-S was a mere 
5,000 pieces and what few survivors remain are clustered in the VF 
category. This is a pleasing piece that shows good detailing, but 
lacks complete highpoint definition. The surfaces show evidence of 
circulation, but remain moderately clean and there is a lovely 
orange-gold color over both sides. 

727 1878-S XF 45 PCGS. A scarce Liberty ten-dollar. The coin is bright 
and still shows modest portions of mint luster in the more protected 
areas. Small to medium-sized abrasions are sprinkled across both 
sides. 


728 1879-S AU 55 PCGS. Well struck with medium golden-orange color. 
Numerous contact marks are seen on both sides. Somewhat scarcer 
issue. Trends $675 in AU 55. 

729 1880 MS 61 NGC. Satiny with much reddish color throughout and 
the expected number of abrasions on the obverse. 

730 1880 MS 62 PCGS. Deep golden-orange luster with minimal marks. 
Trends $650. 

731 1880-CC AU 50 PCGS. A scarce and desirable Carson City ten, of 
which only 11,190 pieces were minted. This is a very attractive 
example that has bright prooflike fields and a number of small marks 
scattered over each side. Sharply defined in all areas as well. 
Probably a mid-condition census coin. Trends $1,550 in AU 50. 

732 1880-S MS 62 PCGS. Much original mint luster remains, but the 
obverse fields have been somewhat disturbed by typical, minute con¬ 
tact abrasions. A few facial blemishes near the eye are well hidden, 
but limit the grade. Elusive in mint state. 

733 1881 MS 63 PCGS. A cut above the typical 1881 -P eagle, this frosty 
example displays only minimal abrasions and is enhanced by pink¬ 
ish-gold overtones. 

734 1882-S MS 60 PCGS. A much scarcer date that is definitely rare in 
strict mint state. This piece exhibits all the abrasions one might 
expect on an MS 60, but much mint luster remains. 

735 1883 MS 61 PCGS. Minted in lower numbers and far scarcer in mint 
state than the two preceding Philadelphia issues. Satiny and quite 
sharp, the fields still retain a lot of flash despite the many contact 
marks. 


1885 MS 63 PCGS. While only moderately scarce in lower grades, 
the 1885 is a condition rarity above the MS 62 level. This is tied with 
two others for the second finest pieces certified by PCGS, exceeded 
in grade only by a single MS 64. Fully struck, the thick satiny luster 
has a lovely golden tint and there are a few contact marks in the 
fields that limit the grade. Trends $3,950. 

1885-S MS 60 PCGS. A very scarce issue overall, and an especially 
significant offering in mint state. The strike is full and the fields are 
quite satiny, giving the coin an eye appeal beyond the stated grade. 
Colorfully toned. 

1888-0 MS 62 PCGS. Conditionally challenging in mint condition 
and rarely seen any finer than MS 62. This is a sharply defined 
example that has bright orange-gold color and the abrasions one nor¬ 
mally associates with this grade. Population: 10 in 62, only 2 finer. 

1893 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with good color. Some small con¬ 
tact marks in the fields preclude a higher grade. 

1893 MS 63 NGC. Very well struck with bright, satiny luster, kept 
from grading higher by a few scattered field marks. 

1893 MS 64 NGC. While common enough in lower grades, the 1893 
becomes conditionally rare in MS 64 and above. This is a very pleas¬ 
ant coin, with lots of luster and a minimum of field abrasions. 

1893-S MS 60 NGC. Light green-gold toning over satiny fields, with 
the luster disturbed by multiple minute abrasions. Very scarce in 
mint condition. 

1894 MS 62 PCGS. Richly colored, with light toning covering many 
of the minute marks that disturb the original luster. There are no seri¬ 
ous distractions on this coin, which makes it even more appealing. 

1897 MS 62 PCGS. Original and satiny. Much scarcer than the most 
common Liberty ten-dollar issues in select condition, although sell¬ 
ing for only a small premium. 

1897 MS 62 PCGS. Much scarcer than a common date for not much 
of a premium. This piece retains much luster despite the all-too-typ- 
ical contact marks in the fields. One toning stain near the obverse 
rim at 8 o’clock is mentioned in the spirit of triviality. 

1897-S MS 60 PCGS. A rare Coronet ten that is seldom seen in mint 
condition, even though more than a quarter million pieces were pro¬ 
duced. The striking details are well defined, with satiny fields inter¬ 
rupted by the expected contact marks. The coin shows mottled red¬ 
dish-golden color, with a couple of russet toning spots on the 
reverse. 

1899 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and showing good color, both sides are 
surprisingly clean for the grade. 

1899 MS 62 PCGS. Fully detailed devices. Light golden-brown ton¬ 
ing overlays substantial luster, both of which are unfortunately dis¬ 
turbed by many minute contact marks. Still attractive and worthy of 
bidding consideration. 

1900 MS 62 PCGS. Much smoother surfaces than normal for the 
assigned grade. Light toning covers many of the minute contact 
marks that seem to plague Lib eagles. One heavier mark on Liberty’s 
neck probably caught the grader’s eye. 

1900 MS 62 PCGS. No notable distractions, but enough tiny contact 
marks to have effectively disturbed the original luster. 

1900 MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck design details. Typical contact 
marks in the fields are made more noticeable by the reflective luster. 

1901 MS 62 NGC. Sharply defined in most areas, with typical sur¬ 
face abrasions. None of the marks are severe; the overall effect, 
rather, is one of disturbed luster. The obverse shows a couple of light 
toning spots, with the reverse actually having a bit of iridescent pur¬ 
ple and russet color on one wing. Attractive. 

1901 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck in the centers with rich reddish- 
golden color and minimal abrasions. 
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754 1901 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck and relatively problem-free but not 
quite enough “pop” in the luster to grade higher. 

755 1901 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous with an overall rich copper hue. Fewer 
abrasions in the fields than expected. There is one mark on the cheek 
of Liberty, but it is well obscured by the light patination. 

756 1901 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and attractive, with a solid strike and 
below average number of contact marks. The fields glow with soft, 
satiny luster and a mere hint of coloration. 

757 1901 MS 64 NGC. Creamy surfaces with blushes of orange patina 
on either side. 

758 1901 MS 65 PCGS. The fields of this lovely coin have a satiny qual¬ 
ity that adds considerably to its attractiveness, if not its brightness. 
The coin is very lightly toned, with traces of green and burnt-orange 
over yellow-gold. A few scattered abrasions are more noticeable as 
they break the toning (these would scarcely be seen on a coin with 
brighter luster). Fully struck with plenty of eye appeal. 

759 1901-S MS 63 NGC. Dazzling cartwheel luster. For overall eye 
appeal, the 1901-S eagle rarely disappoints. 

760 1901-S MS 64 NGC. An attractive, high grade type coin with pin¬ 
point striking details and smooth, lustrous surfaces. 

761 1902-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with soft, glowing mint luster 
that has taken on a pinkish-orange coloration. 

762 1907 MS 62 PCGS. An appealing example, with light green-gold 
patination covering the ubiquitous contact marks in the fields. A few 
contact marks and grease stains on the cheek limit the appeal of this 
solidly struck coin. 

763 1907 MS 64 ANACS. Sharply struck and lustrous with a few minor 
marks and luster grazes that prevent a higher grade. Overall, luster 
and strike win the day on this attractive coin. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 

764 1907 No Motto AU 58 ANACS. Rich golden coloration with an 
abundance of pleasing luster. A trace of wear can be found, but far 
more attractive than its grade would indicate. 

765 1907 No Motto MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with bright satiny sur¬ 
faces that show a few scattered field marks. 

766 1908 Mono MS 61 ANACS. Light and moderate abrasions pepper 
both sides of this otherwise lustrous specimen. This coin shows 
much more eye appeal than expected from an MS 61 coin. 

767 1908-D Motto AU 55 NGC, pleasing gold color, excellent luster, and 
one reverse scratch; 1909-D AU 55, satiny with few handling marks; 
1912-S AU 55, satiny with light reddish-brown toning; and a 1914- 
S AU 55, granular surfaces with one obverse grease spot. All certi¬ 
fied by NGC. A nice start on a high-grade circulated date set. (Total: 
4 coins) 

768 1910-D MS 64 PCGS. Sharply defined, the slightly granular sur¬ 
faces have a rose tinted mint frost that is quite appealing. 

769 1911-D AU 58 NGC. An elusive issue both from an overall rarity and 
condition rarity standpoint, being one of just 30,100 pieces struck. 
The matte-like surfaces appear original and show only faint wear on 
the highpoints. 

770 1913-S MS 63 PCGS. One of the real stoppers in the ten-dollar 
Indian series, only 66,000 pieces were originally produced, and 
Akers rates the ‘ 13-S first in the series in difficulty in mint condition. 
It is extremely rare in MS 63 or better condition with only 11 pieces 
certified in MS 63 with 2 finer (7/96). The granular surfaces have a 
thin overlay of mint frost and orange-gold color. The most obvious 
mark is a nick in the field in front of the nose. Of great importance 
to advanced collectors. 


771 1926 MS 62 PCGS. A frosty specimen, bright and lustrous with 
pleasing, original color. A few too many contact marks for a higher 
grade, but most are small enough to require a close examination. 
Altogether, an attractive type coin. 

772 1926 MS 64 NGC. An eye appealing specimen with vibrant golden- 
orange surfaces and only a few inconsequential facial marks. 

773 1926 MS 64 NGC. Sharply defined with bright golden-orange mint 
luster. 

774 1926 MS 64 NGC. Well struck with thick, satin-like surfaces. 

775 1932 MS 62 NGC. Free of serious marks and displaying pleasing, 
golden-orange toning throughout. 

776 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Superb luster and a strong strike with just a few 
scattered marks. A sharp looking type coin. 

777 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck with original surfaces, a few marks 
near the date and at the truncation of the neck are responsible for the 
grade. 

778 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Mostly free of the abundant marks that usually 
plague examples of this type, but here the worst abrasions are found 
on the chin. Light orange color actually shows some iridesence at 
one point on the obverse rim. 

779 1932 MS 63 NGC. Intense luster with noticeable marks on the cheek 
and an overall reddish patina. 

780 1932 MS 63 NGC. Bright, frosty surfaces with hints of pink and 
orange patina in the centers. 

781 1932 MS 64 NGC. A shimmering, near-gem Indian ten, held back 
from that level by a couple of tiny blemishes to the right of Liberty’s 
mouth. 

782 1932 MS 64 NGC. The bright luster and well-preserved surfaces of 
this piece make it a nice, representative example of the popular 
Indian eagle design. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

783 1851-0 XF 45 PCGS. Typically abraded fields, but with sharp detail 
on the devices. A popular O-mint Type One twenty, generally seen 
in lesser grades. 

784 1861 AU 58 PCGS. Warm golden luster is abundant on this common 
Civil War issue. A boldly struck and virtually unmarked Type One 
twenty. 

785 1874-CC XF 45 PCGS. Only moderately scarce as far as CC twen¬ 
ties go, the ‘74-CC in this grade is occasionally available. This coin 
has a trace of green-gold color on both sides. Much of the original 
luster has been disturbed by myriad abrasions in the fields. There is 
one mentionable mark on the cheek of Liberty, but overall, still 
attractive. 

786 1875-CC AU 58 PCGS. Somewhat baggy but retaining nearly com¬ 
plete mint luster. A popular type coin as it is both a CC and a Type 
Two. 

787 1875-CC AU 58 PCGS. Fairly well struck for this popular Type Two 
issue, with pleasing color and light obverse scuffiness. Trends 
$1,200 in AU 55, $2,450 in MS 60. 

788 1878-CC XF 45 PCGS. Well struck, and the fields retain much of 
their prooflike character despite multiple small abrasions. Very 
scarce in high grades. 

789 1884-CC AU 58 PCGS. The surfaces on this popular Carson City 
issue are quite bold and frosty, just barely missing full uncirculated 
status. Trends $1,375 in AU 55, $2,200 in MS 60. 

790 1890-S MS 60 NGC. Fully struck with moderately lustrous surfaces. 

791 1894 MS 62 NGC. Tinted in light orange and olive-green hues. 
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792 1901 MS 65 PCGS. This is a coin with much to recommend it. 
Highly lustrous, the centers are a light yellow-gold with the remain¬ 
der of the coin showing a rich reddish-orange color. There are a few 
shallow roller marks on the obverse, and a few minute abrasions on 
the face, but these have little or no effect on the overall beauty of this 
gem coin. 

793 1904 MS 64 PCGS. A vibrant, near-gem type coin that is fully struck 
and shows few appreciable surface marks. 

794 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Another choice, richly colored example of this 
common Type Three twenty. 

795 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny and without any significant blemishes, 
tinted an original golden-orange. 

796 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Fully detailed and original, with only a few scat¬ 
tered marks in the fields. 


797 1907-D MS 64 PCGS. An upper-end 64 that is very sharply struck 

in all areas and shows only the slightest abrasions that prevent a full 
gem grade. Perhaps most appealing, though, are the bright, semi¬ 
prooflike fields. Worth a premium. 

CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 


798 1907 High Relief MS 63 PCGS. Wire Rim. Struck in yellow-gold 

with a satiny appearance. There are no serious distractions, just a bit 
of muting in the natural opaque patina that has accumulated over the 
years. Most collectors consider the High Relief to be the most beau¬ 
tiful coin ever minted. 


799 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 65 PCGS. Seldom seen in gem condi¬ 
tion, the 1907 has the allure of being the first year of a limited two- 
year type of No Motto twenties. Well struck for the issue, the sur¬ 
faces show a lovely interplay of rose and lilac coloration. 

800 1908 No Motto AU 58 PCGS. Lustrous fields, very few marks. 

801 1908 No Motto MS 63 PCGS. Satiny and bright. 

802 1908 No Motto MS 65 PCGS. Superior luster characterizes this 
enchanting No Motto Saint. The only detracting elements are sever¬ 
al shallow slide marks over Liberty’s knee and a softness of strike 
seen on the highpoints. A good match for the 1907 in gem listed 

803 1908 Motto MS 63 PCGS. The first year the mono IN GOD WE 
TRUST was added to the reverse. This example is toned a rich 
orange-golden color. Trends $1,050. 

804 1908-D Motto MS 64 PCGS. A scarce early Motto twenty that is sel¬ 
dom seen in MS 64 or better condition. Fully struck with fine grain 
matte-like surfaces that show virtually no marks and just the slight¬ 
est hint of color. Trends $1,250. 

805 1909/8 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck in general with good luster, just a 
bit bagmarked. 

806 1910 MS 63 PCGS. Attractive color with the usual grainy, frosty fin¬ 
ish to the surfaces. Select examples of this date are about the best 
condition a typical collector can hope to obtain, for gems are both 
rare and expensive. 

807 1912 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny, with a touch of green-gold highlights on 
both peripheries. This scarcer date has a low mintage of only 
149,000 pieces. 

808 1914-D MS 65 NGC. A scarcer date in gem condition, this specimen 
displays sparkling mint luster over matte-like surfaces. Hints of yel¬ 
low-golden patina frame either side. Trends $2,300. 

809 1916-S MS 65 NGC. A strict gem specimen, nearly free of surface 
marks and radiating satiny luster. 

810 1923 MS 63 PCGS. Blushes of delicate orange patina on each side. 


811 1923 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck and lustrous, the surfaces approach 
gem quality in their cleanliness. 

812 1924 MS 64 NGC. Satiny and clean with a slight reddish tint. 

813 1924 MS 65 NGC. A lovely gem Saint that has deep reddish color 
on both the obverse and reverse. A small toning spot is noted in the 
left obverse field. 


814 1926 MS 65 PCGS. Exceptional luster and subtly variegated patina. 

815 1926-S MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous and minimally abraded example of 
this mass-melted issue, tinted a vibrant golden-orange. Most surviv¬ 
ing 1926-S Saints fall into the MS 62 to MS 63 grade range and 
specimens grading as high as the present example can be considered 
very scarce. Population: 23 in MS 64, only 2 finer (7/96). 

816 1927 MS 64 PCGS. A lovely, golden borderline gem. Usually when 
one finds a Saint with this look, it is either in a 65 or 66 holder or it’s 
heavily marked. 

817 1928 MS 65 PCGS. Bright mint luster and fully struck. 

818 1928 MS 65 PCGS. Thick orange-gold luster and exceptionally 
clean. 


819 1928 MS 65 PCGS. An upper-end coin that has the most incredibly 

beautiful color imaginable. The surfaces display a pronounced, var¬ 
iegated rose and lime-green coloration that adds another element of 
eye appeal altogether to this already splendid gem type piece. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 


820 1893 Isabella Quarter AU 58 ANACS. A moderately toned slider, 
frosty and bold under steel-gray toning. 

821 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63 NGC. Toned a deep gray-blue with 
strong rose undertones and excellent luster when'the coin is held 
beneath a light. 

822 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63 PCGS. At first glance, this is a gem 
specimen. Original luster, mostly brilliant with a mere hint of gold¬ 
en hue, and incredibly attractive. Held back from grading higher, as 
near as we can figure, by a minute toning spot in the hair (which may 
actually be a planchet flaw) and a very light abrasion under the UN 
in UNITED. These marks are lost in the blaze of luster, and the 
reverse shows only a scuff in the field near the elbow. A very lovely 
and original coin. 

823 1900 Lafayette Dollar AU 55 ANACS. An unusual, lightly circulat¬ 
ed example that is moderately toned in steel-gray and charcoal 
shades. 


824 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 64 NGC. Original, deep, gray-golden 
toning. The only dollar denominated coin in the early commemora¬ 
tive series and always popular as a result. 

825 1921 Alabama MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant with blazing mint luster. A 
very flashy Alabama and worthy of consideration by a collector 
assembling a high grade type set. 

826 1936 Albany MS 65 NGC. Satiny, nearly blemish-free, and hinting 
of golden color about the obverse periphery. 

827 1936 Albany MS 67 NGC. Beautiful speckled golden-russet toning 
with deeper color on the reverse from the cardboard tabs that held 
the coin for many years. Splendid overall surfaces. 

828 1935-S Arkansas MS 64 NGC. An exceptionally frosty and clean 
coin, in full brilliance. 

829 1936-D Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. An original gem, with light gray 
toning covering both sides. On the obverse periphery is seen irides¬ 
cent toning in orange, blue, and russet. The reverse periphery shows 
just a hint of the same coloration. 
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1938-D Arkansas MS 67 NGC. The interior portions of each side 
are brilliant with soft golden and some blue patina concentrated at 
the rims. A much better date in the series with an original mintage of 
only 3,155 pieces. 

1938-S Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. An original gem, frosty in appear¬ 
ance under light silver-gray patina and traces of speckled iridescent 
toning peripherally. Scarce as a gem. 

1937-D Boone MS 67 PCGS. Shepherd. A lovely gem. as one would 
expect, having come from the famous Shepherd Collection. Light 
golden toning covers lustrous surfaces. The obverse has light blue 
overtones, with some iridescent russet and green coloration along 
the periphery. The reverse periphery is more fully toned with irides¬ 
cent orange, gold, blue, russet, and purple. Simply lovely. 

1937-S Boone MS 66 NGC. A scarcer date with varying shades of 
gray-golden color overall. 

1936 Bridgeport MS 64 PCGS. An attractive, brilliant example with 
a mere touch of original color. The reverse eagle shows a few abra¬ 
sions on its exposed flank. 

1925-S California MS 65 PCGS. Mostly brilliant centers give way to 
speckled golden toning in the peripheral areas. A vibrant gem. 

1936 Cincinnati MS 64 NGC. Lightly colored in golden pastels, 
with some old fingerprints now incorporated in the toning pattern. 

1936-S Columbia MS 65 PCGS. Lightly toned in speckled gray and 
golden hues. 

1893 Columbian MS 64 PCGS. The bright, lustrous surfaces are 
covered with several layers of gray, green, cinnamon, and blue ton¬ 
ing. 

1935 Connecticut MS 63 PCGS. A totally toned specimen, with 
mottled medium and dark gray patination. The varied toning pro¬ 
duces a most interesting effect on the Charter Oak, almost luminous 
in nature. This remarkable coin shows few marks on the eagle, and 
these are well hidden by the toning. 

1935 Connecticut MS 65 PCGS. Delicate and light multicolored ton¬ 
ing graces both the obverse and reverse. Absolutely ideal in 
amount—neither too much nor too little. Extremely attractive and 
worthy of a premium bid. 

1936 Delaware MS 65 PCGS. Clean and highly lustrous with dabs 
of pale orange and violet patina on each side. 

1936 Delaware MS 65 PCGS. Fully brilliant with excellent luster 
and solidly in the gem category. 

1936 Delaware MS 65 Fleur de Coin. Speckled peripheral toning. 

1922 Grant MS 63 PCGS. Light gray obverse patina. 

1922 Grant MS 65 PCGS. A lightly toned gem, silver-gray through¬ 
out with deeper golden-steel hues in the protected areas. 

1928 Hawaiian MS 62 NGC. Light traces of golden color do noth¬ 
ing to diminish the bright satiny luster. A pleasing low-end example 
of this popular commemorative. 

1935 Hudson MS 65 NGC. More lustrous than is typical of this low- 
mintage issue, with pale lilac and golden accents. 

1924 Huguenot MS 65 NGC. Bright satiny luster with the begin¬ 
nings of golden patina clinging to the peripheral lettering. 

1946 Iowa MS 65 PCGS. Light gray patina. 

1925 Lexington MS 65 NGC. A nicely struck example with light 
golden-gray toning on both sides. Pleasant, virtually mark-free sur¬ 
faces add to the eye appeal of this gem. 

1925 Lexington MS 65 NGC. Shimmering white surfaces that are 
pristine on the obverse and just a few pinpoint marks on the reverse 
from superb. 


852 1918 Lincoln MS 66 PCGS. A pristine example of this half that all 
too often is seen with rather extensive abrasions. Smooth, lustrous 
surfaces with pastel-blue and golden-rose toning intermixed over 
both sides. 

853 1936 Long Island MS 65 PCGS. Fully brilliant with scintillating lus¬ 
ter. 

854 1936 Lynchburg MS 65 NGC. Silver-gray surfaces with the expect¬ 
ed satiny texture and a thin ring of orange and yellow-gold toning 
about the reverse periphery. 

855 1936 Lynchburg MS 66 NGC. A top quality, original Lynchburg that 
exhibits original toning from the issuing folder. The obverse exhibits 
the typical cameo effect, with a mostly brilliant Carter Glass and 
dark green and russet toning on the periphery. The reverse retains a 
smaller area of brilliance, with iridescent sea-green color covering 
most of the surfaces. Only a few marks are visible on the obverse. 

856 1920 Maine MS 65 PCGS. An outstanding Maine that shows thick 
mint frost and overlays of golden-russet patina. Scarce so fine. 

857 1934 Maryland MS 65 PCGS. A solid gem example, free of notice¬ 
able abrasions. This coin is white and exhibits its full, original bril¬ 
liance. 

858 1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck for this conditionally 
scarce issue, brilliant and lustrous except for a trace of golden ton¬ 
ing. 

859 1934-D Oregon MS 65 PCGS. A scarcer Oregon issue in gem con¬ 
dition, this piece has exceptional luster characteristics and displays a 
fully brilliant appearance. 

860 1934-D Oregon MS 66 PCGS. A lightly toned gem, silvery-gray in 
color with full underlying frostiness. 

861 1936 Oregon MS 67 PCGS. Phenomenal quality, with nearly perfect 
surfaces and glowing luster under light golden-brown toning. This 
super-gem might have graded in the stratosphere but for one contact 
mark on a reverse ray. 

862 1937-D Oregon MS 66 PCGS. A nearly flawless Oregon that is bril¬ 
liant throughout and displays scintillating mint luster. 

863 1939 Oregon MS 65 NGC. A pleasant coin with satiny surfaces. The 
reverse shows a few toning spots. 

864 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 64 NGC. A continuing favorite among 
collectors, the Pan-Pac halves always enjoy much demand. This 
near-gem is satiny, with light gray toning and two complete toning 
circles on the peripheries. 

865 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. Good luster with light, original toning. 
Showing a small milling mark in the left obverse field near the face 
of the Pilgrim. 

866 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 ANACS. Moderately toned but still possessing 
visible luster and nice, mark-free fields. A wholly natural Pilgrim, 
solidly in the gem category. 

867 1921 Pilgrim MS 64 PCGS. Unusually bright, sparkling luster with 
a bold strike, and hardly any contact marks. One mark can be found 
below the date, and a small planchet lamination is seen at the rim at 
7 o’clock. The letters in UNITED STATES are a little weak at the 
tops, which probably accounts for the closeness of this near-gem. 
The scarcer of the two issues. 

868 1921 Pilgrim MS 65 NGC. A mostly brilliant gem, with satiny lus¬ 
ter and a touch of golden toning. 

869 1921 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. Some spotty toning at the base of the 
obverse, otherwise mostly brilliant with impeccable surface quality. 

870 1921 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. This gem’s obverse is covered with var¬ 
iegated gold and brown iridescent toning. The reverse is lightly 
toned silver and gray. Clean fields and strong luster complete its list 
of qualities. 
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871 1921 Pilgrim MS 65 ANACS. Silver-gray toning covers both sides, 
with the obverse showing the faintest hints of lilac and green, while 
the reverse is lighter gray. The fields show few abrasions through the 
toning, although we note one contact mark on the center mast. 

872 1921 Pilgrim MS 65 NGC. The obverse of this high-end specimen is 
toned in gorgeous concentric shades of violet and coppery-gold 
while a less colorful steel-violet patina is spread evenly over the 
reverse. 

873 1936-S Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. Light silver centers surrounded 
by beautiful light iridescent peripheral toning in yellow, green, and 
russet. One of the tougher comments in high grade. 

874 1937 Roanoke MS 65 NGC. Lovely iridescent toning adoms this 
gem. On the obverse, a mostly brilliant bust of Raleigh is surround¬ 
ed by iridescent toning that leans to reddish-brown, with purple and 
golden highlights. The reverse toning is not as dark, with light gold 
overall and iridescent russet around the periphery. Remarkably 
attractive, and a premium coin for the lover of originally toned com¬ 
ments. 

875 1936 Robinson MS 65 NGC. A lightly toned gem, with very few 
contact marks. 

876 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 62 NGC. Typically, Sesquis are a lack¬ 
luster issue with the coins struck in low relief. This coin shows typ¬ 
ical relief, but the underlying luster illuminates fields colored with 
the most interesting shade of iridescent sea-green, with a few russet 
highlights. Some contact marks are well hidden by the patinalion. 

877 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned with bright, 
flashy luster. 

878 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 NGC. Well struck and displaying 
creamy, essentially untoned surfaces that are only a couple of facial 
marks from a coveted gem rating on this condition rarity. 

879 1925 Stone Mountain MS 66 PCGS. A gem for the toning aficiona¬ 
do. The obverse is mostly steel-gray, lightest on the horses and rid¬ 
ers (which all true Sons of the South will recognize as General Lee 
and Traveler, as well as General Jackson and his mount), medium on 
the lower fields, and with golden highlights on the upper fields. 
There is a hint of iridescence in the gold and blue coloration. The 
reverse is mostly covered with light golden patination atop substan¬ 
tial luster. This colorful Stone Mountain would dress up any type set 
of silver commemoratives. 

880 1935 Texas MS 66 NGC. Deep satiny luster with a conspicuous 
absence of surface marks and thin crescents of golden-orange toning 
framing either side. 

881 1935 Texas MS 67 PCGS. A lightly toned gem of this intricately 
designed commemorative half dollar. Essentially mark-free. 

882 1935-S Texas MS 66 PCGS. A gem Texas, with light golden and icy 
blue highlights, and very clean fields. 

883 1938-D Texas MS 64 NGC; and a 1938-S Texas MS 64 NGC, both 
scarce, final year issues draped in mottled gray and golden toning. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

884 1925 Vancouver MS 64 PCGS. Clean and lustrous, with just the 
slightest gray patina on the reverse and faint golden highlights. 

885 1936 Wisconsin MS 66 PCGS. An immaculate coin, the surfaces are 
so free from blemishes that there are virtually no abrasions visible 
on the miner’s arm. Brilliant.

886 1981 -S Type Two PR 68 PCGS. A stunning cameo example that is 
nearly exquisite enough to make you forget that the entire SBA pro¬ 
gram was a disaster.

887 1856 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-111, R.4, MS 63 PCGS. 
Overzealously polished, resulting in the so-called “broken nose” 
variety. 

888 Undated Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-222, R.4, MS 65 PCGS. 
Prepared by one of the more talented engravers, this coin shows 
some artistic talent as well as being a superlative strike. 

889 1871 Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-809, R.4, MS 65 PCGS. Boldly 
struck and fully detailed, a small area of planchet roughness sepa¬ 
rates this little beauty from an even higher grade. 

890 1871 Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-840, R.4, AU 55 PCGS. Light 
rubbing on the highpoints with some noticeable marks and scratch¬ 
es on the obverse. 


891 1872/1 Indian Round 25 Cents, BG-870, R.4, MS 63 PCGS. Deeply 

reflective with sharply contrasting, granular devices. 

CERTIFIED PATTERN 


892 1859 Indian Cent, Judd-228, Pollock-272, R.1, MS 64 PCGS. 

Regular dies obverse of 1859 paired with the adopted design for 
1860. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. Undoubtedly one of 
the more commonly encountered patterns, but one that is probably 
closer to R.3 than R. 1. This is a sharply struck piece with only a cou¬ 
ple of minor marks and rich reddish-gold luster. Showing an ancient 
fingerprint on the obverse.
